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PM: Unilateral 
pullout possible

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu indicated yesterday 
he would consider a unilateral 
withdrawal from Lebanon, 
telling Channel 2 that, under 
certain circumstances, he could 
envision such a redeployment.

there' are security assurances," 
he said. 

Netanyahu's office later clari¬ 
fied the prime minister's state¬ 
ment, saying that there has been 
no substantial change in his 
position. 

“The option of a unilateral 
withdrawal is long-standing and 
is only one of several possible 
solutions being considered by 
the cabinet," a statement from 
the Prime Minister’s Office 
said, “in any case, a unilateral 
withdrawal * is dependent. on 
reaching security assurances.” 

Labor MR YossL Beilin 
accused Netanyahu of speating 
“as ifhc had not been in power 
for the past three years.” •: 

“He is acting as if he were the 
head of the opposition trying to 
topple the failing prime minister 
Netanyahu,” said Beilin. “The 
people in this country need to 
decide if they want four more 
years in . Lebanon with 
Netanyahu, or leaving Lebanon 
with [Labor Party leader Ehud] 
Barak." 

Meanwhile, Netanyahu also 
objected yesterday to Foreign 
Minister Ariel Sharon's proposal 
to delay national elections for die 
sake of forging an emergency 
national unity government.. 


Netanyahu said the proposal 
was Sharon's private initiative 
and not to his hiring. “Not only 
do I not want to postpone the 
elections, I want them to be held 
op time, because I am con¬ 
vinced that is what is required 
right now and I am convinced 
the people will give me a man¬ 
date to get the EDF out of 
Lebanon responsibly; that is to 
say, in such a way that Lebanon 
won’t come into Israel.” 

He said he had twice suggest¬ 
ed a national unity government 
to Barak and he had refused 
both times. 

In making bis ‘suggestion, 
Sharon said that “a national 
emergency government, led by 
Likud and Labor, must be estab¬ 
lished immediately so it can 
decide on a unilateral withdraw¬ 
al from Lebanon and implemen¬ 
tation of the [Wye] deal with the 
Palestinians. 

“This is the only way to get 
out of the Lebanese maze. Only 
a unity government can make 
these lands of decisions. 
Elections have been postponed 
in the past when urgent matters 
of state had to be addressed," 
Sharon added. 

Postponing elections requires 
a special majority with the sup¬ 
port of at least 80 MKs. The 
step was taken in 1973 when the. 
elections were doe to take place 
on October 26. After the Yom 
Kippur War broke out on 
October 6, the Knesset post¬ 
poned the elections, citing 
“extraordinary circumstances.” 
because so many men had been 
mobilized and would not be 
able to vote, the elections were 
postponed to December 31. 

Sharon made a similar pro¬ 
posal shortly before the last 
elections in 1996, after a wave 
of suicide terror attacks. Then 
Netanyahu, as opposition 
leader, rejected it

Sharon grilled for 8 hours 

FM questioned under caution over bribery allegations

Foreign Minister Ariel Sharon 
was questioned by the police seri¬ 
ous crimes unit in Petah Tikvah for 
more than eight hours yesterday, 
regarding allegations that he may 
have peddled favors to retired gen¬ 
eral Avigdor Ben-Gal in exchange 
for favorable testimony in a libel 
suit. 

Channel I and Israel Radio said 
police warned Sharon he may face 
criminal charges, and that Sharon 
cooperated with investigators and 
had answered all their questions. 

Police spokesman Uzi Sandouri 
would not confirm or deny that 
police warned Sharon about possi¬ 
ble charges, but confirmed that 
Sharon was cooperative and that 
police have not yet decided 
whether he would be called back 
for another round of questioning. 

Sharon’s lawyer, Ya’acov 
Weinroth, reached by telephone 
last night, declined to comment. He 
has in the past dismissed the allega¬ 
tions against his client as baseless 
and politically motivated. 

Police have already questioned 
Ben-GaL who is suspected of pro¬ 
viding the testimony in Sharon's 
libel suit against Ha’aretz in 
exchange for business favors pro¬ 
vided by the minister. 

In the mid-f990s Sharon sued 
Ha’aretz for stating that as defense 
minister in 19S2, he led Israel into 
a full-scale war in Lebanon without 
the informed consent of then prime 
minister Menacbem Begin. 

Sharon lost the libel case and 
appealed to the Supreme Court. 

In defending its report. Ha'aretz 
requested testimony from Ben-Gal, 
a major-general ties.) who fought 
in Lebanon and said in a 1987 lec¬ 
ture that Sharon changed the objec¬ 
tives of Israel’s invasion without 
Begin's knowledge. 

Ben-Gal at first refused to testify, 
but changed his mind after return¬ 
ing from a trip to Russia with 
Sharon, then national infrastructure 
minister, to explore a possible deal

to bring natural gas to Israel. He 
then testified that Sharon had not 
carried out any secret activities and 
signed a statement that he bad not 
discussed the case with Sharon. 

Based on the conflicting state¬ 
ments, Ha’aretz tiled a complaint 
with police against Ben-Gal in July 
1998. The newspaper alleged that 
Ben-Gal had changed his testimony 


in exchange for a spar on the 
Russia trip 7 which offered lucrative 
business opportunities. 

Several witnesses connected io 
the trip have been questioned and 
dozens of documents confiscated 
as part of the case. 

Attorneys for Ben-Gal and 
Sharon have denied any link 
between the Russia trip and Ben- 


Gal s subsequent testimony. Israel 
Radio said police investigators do 
not think it will be possible to find 
adequate evidence of any w rong¬ 
doing. 

Weinroth said last month that 
Netanyahu drew Sharon’s attention 
io the need to fake Ben-Gal with 
him to Russia or at the \er> least 
spoke positively of his contribution 


on Netanyahu's own previous trip 
there. 

"Netanyahu said that Ben-Gal'* 
role there was constructive, 
because of hi> official position.” 
Weinroth said. Ben-Gal \\,h chair¬ 
man of the boarJ of directors of 
Israel Aircraft Industrie* and 
director of Tah.il. the water R-kiP 
company. 


Congress-White House dispute 
may delay Arrow missile funding

WASHINGTON - The adminis¬ 
tration and Congress are locked in 
a .dispute oyer how to fund about 
$40 million towards Israel’s pur¬ 
chase of a third battery of Arrow 
missiles. 

An Lsraeli Embassy official said 
yesterday he is hopetul the matter 
can be;resolved during Secretary 
of Defense William Cohen's meet¬ 
ing in Tel Aviv next week with 
new Defense Minister Moshe 
Arens, But he emphasized that 
even if that does not occur, plenty 
of time remains for a solution to 
be worked out by this summer, 
when US spending bills must be 

• finalized. 

During his April 199S visit to 
IsraeL Cohen said he agreed the 
country faces regional threats and 
pledged in help procure the fund¬ 
ing for the third battery. 

• \ At stake is between S40 million 
^“and $42 million for Israel that both 

countries had expected would be 


provided during fiscal year 1999 
for adding a third battery of the 
Arrow anti-missile program they 
are working on cooperatively. 
Israel already received 545 million 
for that purpose last year, and a 
total of $124 million more is to be 
provided during fiscal years 1999, 
2000 and 2001. 

The embassy official said that 
while Israel knows “there is not 
much of a chance” the administra¬ 
tion will provide the entire balance 
this year, “we hope that a certain 
amount” is forthcoming in this 
budget cycle. 

The delay is a consequence of 
routine Washington number- 
crunching, but Jerusalem's fulfill¬ 
ment of the Wye agreement could 
play a role later in the process. 

The disagreement stems from 
Congress’s October 21, 1998, 
emergency supplemental ^appro¬ 
priation of $1 billion for ballistic 
missile defense that was to take 
effect in fiscal year (FY) 1999; 
which began five months ago. The 


Arrow funds have not yet been 
released, however, because the 
administration has yet to specify 
how it will allocate the sum. 

Sources familiar with the situa¬ 
tion said yesterday the administra¬ 
tion is hoping to carve out over 
$200 million of the $1 billion and 
apply it toward die $1.9 billion in 
aid it has pledged to Israel. Jordan 
and the Palestinians in the after- 
math of October's Wye River 
Memorandum. Such a maneuver 
would occur at the expense of the 
Arrow funding, defense sources 
said. 

Since President Clinton began 
discussing the Wye sweeteners 
with the parties, some members of 
Congress, even those not hostile to 
the Wye aid, have asked from 
where it will come. 

Other key members who deal 
with defense assistance programs 
- notably Senators Ted Stevens 
and Daniel Inouye, the respective 
chairman and ranking minority 
member of both the full appropri¬ 


ations committee and the defense 
operations subcommittee, and 
both strong friends of Israel - 
object to the ballistic missile 
defense allocation being used for 
other purposes. 

The two wrote to Cohen last 
week, stating that “we do not see 
any plans on the part of the admin¬ 
istration to fund” the rest of the 
third battery purchase. 

“Mr. Secretary, given the severi¬ 
ty of the threats Israel faces, we 
urge you to find the means to pro¬ 
vide additional research and 
development support for the 
Arrow." they wrote. 

And on October 21, hours after 
Congress passed the $1 billion 
appropriation in an omnibus 
spending bill. 15 Senators wrote 
Cohen to state that they wished to 
see rwo specific programs funded 
with the money: the Navy Theater 
Wide system, and Israel's third 
Arrow banery.

The Wen Yltrk Post reported the 
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allegations yesterday, citing charges 
in a new book. 

According to Gordon Thomas's 
book Gideon's Spies - The Secret 
History of the Mossad, which is due 
out in die US next week, Mossad 
director Danny Yaiom collected 30 
hours of sexually explicit conversa¬ 
tions between Clinton and 
Lewinsky by tapping Lewinsky's 
phone..- 

. The Mossad used the tapes to stop 
the probe of an operative code- 
named “Mega” deep within the 
White House, the Past reported. 

“So far as anyone knows, the 
Israeli agent Mega - a much more 
important spy than the imprisoned 
CIA [sic] traitor Jonathan Pollard* 


and probably his controller - is still 
in place at the White House," 
Thomas told the New York newspa¬ 
per in an interview from London. 

Israel has denied conducting spy¬ 
ing operations in the US since the 
Pollard affair. Channel 1 reiterated 
this claim last night, saying that 
Israel denies The New York Post 
story and that h denies spying in the 
US. 

At the White House, spokesman 
PJ. Crowley told the paper “The 
only thing I can possibly say is 
we'll skip'the book and wait for the 
movie.” “Obviously, we’re not 
aware of a mole at the White 
House." added spokesman David 
Leavy. 


David Bar-Illan. director of 
communications for Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu, 
dismissed the allegations, saying: 
“I find it really incredible that any¬ 
one can take seriously such unmit¬ 
igated drivel.” 

According to the Post, the Justice 
Department and FBI launched an 
investigation last year fora suspect¬ 
ed mole based on undisclosed evi¬ 
dence that an Israeli spy had pene¬ 
trated the White House. 

Officials in Jerusalem said Mega 
was the code name for a US-Israeli 
intelligence-sharing arrangement to 
fight terrorism, die Post reported.

Arens refutes analogies between 
Lebanon and Vietnam

Defense Minister Moshe Arens steadfastly 
refused to draw any similarities between Israel's 
war against Shi'ite guerrillas in Lebanon and 
America’s war in Vietnam. 

“There is no analogy. It is an entirely different 
story." Arens told The Jerusalem Post ."Vietnam is 
how many miles from the United States? Thousands 
of miles. The civilian population of the United 
States could not be affected by Vietnam. The 
Vietnamese were not attacking the people of 
California or Alaska or Idaho or in Louisiana. There 
is no analogy whatsoever.” Arens said. 

“For me as minister of defense, there is only one 
question: What is the best way of providing protec¬ 


tion to the civilian population living in their own 
country? That is a question that LBJ i former L'-.S 
president Lyndon Baines Johnsoni never ever had 
to face in the United States. It is an entirely differ¬ 
ent story.” Arens said. 

Arens also took issue with Labor Party leader 
Ehud Barak's commitment to have the IDF out >»f 
Lebanon by June 2U00. calling it an election ploy. 

“Td say if you know how to get out of there in a 
year, why don’t you find out how to get out of there 
in a day'. 1 ” Arens said. 

"Unilateral withdrawal is a bad idea and wc have 
no choice but to continue with our present situation 
in the area ”

It is unlikely that a sufficient 
number of MKs could now be 
found to support the move, 
although it is probable that after 
the elections there will again be 
attempts to form a unity govern¬ 
ment led by the winning candidate.

Monitoring group calls on 
Lebanon to curb Katyusha att

The monitoring group oversee¬ 
ing the Grape's of Wrath cease¬ 
fire understandings concluded 
their meeting in Nakoura yester¬ 
day with a call on Lebanon to 
curb Katyusha rocket attacks on 
northern Israel. 

The five-nation committee also 
accepted Israel's complaint that 
Hizbullah had fired over 70 mor¬ 
tar rounds from the village of 
Majdel Slim at IDF targets during 
the course of three days. IDF 


sources said they could not 
respond to these attacks for fear 

of violating the understandings. 
Lebanon said it was taking the 
appropriate measures to stop 
Hizbullah from using the village 
to strike at the IDF. 

The monitoring group also 
acknowledged in its seven-hour 
meeting that an “armed group” in 
Lebanon had fired the two 
Katyusha rockets on Margaliot on 
Sunday. The Lebanese govern¬ 
ment has denied that rockets were 
fired from Lebanon and 


Hizbullah has denied responsibil¬ 
ity. Security sources in Lebanon 
said that for $300 one can order a 
Katyusha rocket attack on Israel 

The IDF Spokesman said 
Lebanon had accepted responsi¬ 
bility for the violations, but an 
official statement from the moni¬ 
toring group made no mention of 
this. The monitoring group called 
on Lebanon to take steps to pre¬ 
vent further rocket attacks. 

The monitoring group said ail 
sides expressed their commitment 
to the April 1996 understandings.

will be able to deal with national 
problems and said the suggestion 
should be reexamined after the 
elections. 

He said Israel should be careful 
not to react to the Lebanese situa¬ 
tion because of pressure.

A security guard commander who 
accidentally shot and killed Ll 
( res.)

Science Minister Silvan Shalom 
said he supports the idea of a 
national unity government, but it is 
not feasible at the moment because 
Labor has rejected it. “It is impor¬ 
tant to establish a national unity 
government after the elections, but 
the question of whether joint gov¬ 
ernment basic guidelines can be 
reached needs to be examined.” 
Shalom said.

Egypt and Jordan have asked the 
Palestinian Authority to delay a 
declaration of statehood by several 
months .beyond May 4. said Nabil 
Shaath, PA Minister of Planning 
and International Cooperation. 

The two corn tries “cite tactical 
reasons, that May 4 is a date that no 
longer serves the interest of the 
Palestinians and a delay of a few 
months does,” Shaath was quoted 
tty the Associated Press assaying. 

He wns apparently referring to the 
May 17 Israeli elections. The US, 
the European Union, Egypt. Jordan 
and the Labor Party are all report¬ 
edly concerned that a declaration of 
statehood on May A will boost 
Likud in the polling. 

May 4 is the date dial interim self- 
rule arrangements set out in the 
1994 Isracfi-Phlestmian agreement 
signed in Cairo are due to expire. 

PA Chairman Yasser Arafat trum¬ 
peted May 4 last fall as the date 
when independence would be 
declared. 

But he has become ambiguous 
about it in recent months, apparent¬ 
ly due to foreign persuasion and the 
elections. 

Several PA ministers have openly 
expressed interest in striking a deal 
with the US and other signatories of 
the peace deals in which the PA 
would be compensated in exchange 
for delaying the declaration. 

Faisal Husseini. the PA minister 
for Jerusalem, has said this might 
include pressure on Israel for a set¬ 
tlement freeze. But Shaath seems to 
have in mind guarantees of future 
recognition. “Any delay will have to 
come with guarantees.” he said. - 
according to AP. 

Palestinian Authority Secretary- 
General Tayeb Abdel-Rahim said 
Arafat would ask Clinton for recog¬ 
nition of Palestinian self-detennina- 
tion and right to a state during their 
meeting scheduled for March 23 at 
die White House. 

The US has traditionally opposed 
these nationalist Palestinian aspira¬ 
tions, but Clinton used unprece¬ 
dentedly sympathetic language 
when he visited the PA areas in 
December. “Americans have cotne 
to appreciate the strength of your 
identity and the depth of your aspi¬ 
rations and we have learned to 
appreciate your grievances as well." 
he told Palestinian leaders. 

Clinton urged Arafat not to 
declare unilaterally a Palestinian 
state during their last meeting on 
February 4, US officials said at (he 
time.

Before the invasion 
of the spin doctors 


Those politicians who came into 
their own before die invasion of 
American media spin doctors actu¬ 
ally had pet cases. Incredible as it 
may sound, they considered more’ 
than polls and catchy sound bites. 

Like him or not, Shimon Peres, 
came from that era. No 
Washington-based campaign 
expert would have sanctioned 
Peres’s talk of a new Middle East. 
It probably would have been nixed 
as an annoying, futuristic flight of 
fancy. Yet Peres tenaciously con¬ 
tinues to harp on his theme, 
regardless of the ridicule it bos 
earned him. 

Like him. Foreign Minister Ariel 
Sharon also belongs to a genera¬ 
tion which pursued convictions. 
Almost from the day Sharon first 
trod the political stage, he took to 
sounding clarion calls for what be 
perceived as issues of national 
responsibility. 

National imity’ was always one of 
diem. His record on that issue goes 
as far back as the Seventies. His one 
outstanding success was in 1984. 
The national unity coalition set up 
after the election of that year came 
about to a large exrent because of 
Sharon's tireless efforts. 

He has since lost no chance to 
recommend national unity as a 
panacea to help a beleaguered 
nation overcome crucial, often 
existential problems, without 
dragging them into the mire of 
partisan conflicts* and thereby ■ 
escalating contention and render¬ 
ing the problems more insoluble 
than ever. 

Most often, when Sharon makes 
these by now familiar calls, he 
gets scant attention. The fact dial 
we are now in the midst of a no- 
holds-baued campaign makes for 
Abe exception. This is all the more, 
so, because Sharon went so far as 




to suggest that the elections be 
postponed. This earned bis oft- 
repeated refrain a dramatic air and 
dramatic from page headlines - 
but it could not make it new. 

Only a few months ago Sharon 
hobnobbed with Peres - first 
covertly and then overtly - to dis¬ 
cuss national unity. Both were 
game to try the idea yet again. 
Then as now, no one - least of all 
Peres - could carry Labor into 
such a deaf. Then as now, that 
made it a non-starter. 

This is why Sharon never, took 
his ‘ latest proposal to Prime 
Minister Bmyamin Netanyahu, 
nor to any other senior Likud 
member. This was no operative 
political move, no cynical pipy to 
help Netanyahu, and no expres¬ 
sion of' non-confidence in him. It 
was' yet another declaration of 
wh3i is desirable in these hard 
times, rather than what is feasible. 

Sharon was not moved to restate 
his ideaJ jnsr because Labor Party 
leader Ehud Barak stole a march 
on all his rivals by promising to 
bring the boys home in a year. The 
Lebanon issue was not born this 
week and neither was Sharon's 
popular prescription for national 
unity. " 

Lebanon generated political 
aftershocks almost since the Peace 
for Galilee campaign was 
launched.-Few today might care to 
recall the demonstrators camped 
outride the prime minister's resi¬ 
dence with huge billboards show¬ 
ing the numbers of the fallen, 
shouting in the dead of night that 
Menachem Begin is a.murderer 


and hoisting placards likening him 
to Hitler, and depicting him with 
vampire teeth dripping blood. 

Lebanon was also an issue in 
1996. when, during the elections 
campaign, Peres launched the 
Grapes of Wrath blitz, only to see 
die grapes sour in no time. Some 
maintain that, although the 
Netanyahu-led opposition was care¬ 
ful to back the Lebanon offensive to 
the hilt, the Grapes of Wrath were 
what eventually tipped the scales 
against Peres. The theory is that the 
operation kept angry Arabs from, 
voting for Peres. 

Will the situation in Lebanon be 
as pivotal to this campaign? The 
one great difference is that a 
much-assailed prime minister is in 
power. This leads more and more 
groups to feel free to go on the 
warpath against what others claim 
to be the national interest Nothing 
of the sort could be contemplated 
under Yitzhak Rabin or Peres, 
though the Lebanese quicksand 
was no less deep then. 

It was against this background 
that Barak made his campaign 
promise on Lebanon. This one too 
may end up where all other cam- 
. paign promises on complex issues 
end up. In the meanwhile, though. 
Barak made some political capital. 
How much? Hard to say. But it’s a 
safe bet that he most impressed 
those who were going to vote for 
him anyway. 

His deadline for withdrawal was 
repudiated as ill-judged by those 
who were not going to vote for 
him in any case. It is next to 
impossible now to assess how the 
waverers and undecideds will 
ream. It is no less impossible to 
conclude now that Barak has 
indeed made Lebanon the issue of 
this campaign. But he certainly 
made it the issue of this week. 


NRP effort to 
dissuade Porat, 
Hendel ‘a lost cause’

National Religious Party leaders 
Yitzhak Levy and Shaul Yahalom 
met settlement leaders late last 
night, in an apparent last-ditch 
effort to prevent MKs Zvi Hendel 
and Hanan Porat from leaving the 
NRP Knesset faction today. 

Hendel and Porat are scheduled 
today to obtain recognition by the 
Knesset House Committee as a 
separate two-man faction called 
Emunim. 

After the session, the two may 
convene a news conference to 
announce their political future. 
Hendel and Porat are expected to 
use their Emunim faction as a 
basis for negotiations to join either 
Herat or Tekuma. with a return to 
the NRP on a joint list a more 
remote possibility. 

A source close to Porat termed 
the effort by Levy and Yahalom to 
influence the two to change their 
mind a “lost cause." 

The meeting with Council of 
Jewish Communities in Judea. 
Samaria, and Gaza director-gener¬ 
al Aharon Domb and chairman 
Pinhas Wallerstein, he said, was 
“designed to show that the NRP 
leaders are meeting with settlers.” 
He said Levy had initiated the 
meeting, while a Levy aide insist¬ 
ed that Domb had invited himself. 

Hendel is a resident of Moshav 
Ganei Tal in the Gaza Snip's Gush 
Katif. while Porat lives in Gush 
Etzion. Porat has already 
announced that he will leave the 
NRP after being demoted to the 
No. 11 slot. Hendel won the sev¬ 
enth slot in last week’s party elec¬ 
tions, and said he would only 
announce his final decision today. 


Before the scheduled meeting. 
Levy said on Channel 1 he had no 
plans to try and convince the two 
to return, adding their departure 
will not affect the party. 

“I am angry at him (Porat) I 
think he could have worked harder 
in the central committee and with¬ 
out a doubt if he had been elected 
to a higher position I am sure he 
would be silting here by my side.” 

Council spokeswoman Yehudit 
Tayar said that although Domb 
and Wallerstein realized their 
chances were slim they decided to 
go ahead anyway and make one 
last attempt to convince Levy to 
reach some kind of compromise. 

“It may not be possible as after 
all Levy has to answer his own 
colleagues and parly members. 
There are those that say Porat and 
Hendel’s departure won’t affect 
the NRP and there are those who 
have said they no longer feel the 
NRP represents their interests,” 
she said. 

Domb and Wallerstein denied 
rumors that they were considering 
filling in the NRP slots vacated by 
Porafand Hendel. Domb informed 
reporters that he had no plans to 
leave his present council position. 

Domb. who has been mediating 
among the far Right candidates 
to form a joint list, came to Herat 
leader Ze’ev (Benny) Begin’s Tel 
Aviv headquarters yesterday fora 
working meeting. He presented a 
survey conducted by the council 
which found that if Porat and 
Hendel join the far Right bloc, it 
can obtain nine to 10 seats in the 
Knesset. NRP moderates believe 
the party will gain votes from the 
moderate religious public by 
shedding its militant settler 
image.

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Germany: Firms, not gov’t, 
must indemnify slave laborers

NEW YORK - The German 
government is not prepared to 
spend public funds at this time to 
compensate Nazi-era slave labor¬ 
ers, German Foreign Minister 
Joschka Fischer said yesterday in 
New York. 

“It would not be very wise to 
do it now,” he said. 

Instead, it was up to culpable 
German companies to confront 
their moral and historical respon¬ 
sibilities, Fischer said at a meet¬ 
ing of the New York Jewish 


Community Relations Council 
only weeks after he visited Israel. 

■‘Deutsche Bank. Siemens. VW 
know they have to confront this 
question.” said Fischer. 

He added that if the govern¬ 
ment announced that public 
funds would be available for 
compensation, the companies 
would say: “We are taxpayers. 
You do it.” 

German banks and enterprises, 
with a prod from the government 
of Chancellor Gerhard 
Schroeder. last month announced 
a “German Remembrance Fund” 


to provide compensation to 
Jewish and other former forced 
laborers.

Histadrut 
Teachers Union chief Avraham 
Ben-Shabbat said during Tuesday’s 
negotiations with the Treasury. 

The teachers' economic adviser. 
Michael Zuckerman. told the 
Treasury officials that teachers' 
base salaries have been eroded by 
15 percent between March 1996 and 
March 1999. 

Ben-Shabbat also revealed at the 
meeting that the Education Ministry 
cut 80,000 classroom hours in the 
past three years, and demanded 
their immediate return. The teach¬ 
ers also asked that special attention 
be paid to special education, and are 
seeking a reduction in class size. 

A spokesman for the teachers said

Alleged rape victim attempts to block 
officer’s promotion to general

A woman who claims she was raped by a 
senior IDF officer petitioned the High Court of 
Justice yesterday to block his promotion to the 
rank of major-general and appointment as com¬ 
mander of a key field division. 

. The promotion and appointment of-44-year- 
old Brig.-Gen. Nir Galili was announced by the 
army on February 21 and is due to take effect 
tomorrow. 

The woman, whose name has been withheld 
by her lawyers, served as Galili’s personal assis¬ 
tant from 1995-6 at an army base in Tze’elim- 

A few weeks after the two were found having 
sexual intercourse, the woman lodged a com¬ 
plaint against her commander. Galili was tried 
by then deputy chief of General Staff Matan 
Vilna’i and IDF Judge Advocate-General 
Brig.-Gen. Uri Shobam and found guilty of 
conduct unbecoming an officer.. Shoham ruled 
that Galili could not be promoted for two years, 
a period which ended in April 1998. 


In her petition, the woman claims thar Galili 
ought to have been counmartialed instead of 
tried by a disciplinary court. 

“Throughout the investigation, the petitioner 
was in a severe mental state, because she was 
forced to relive the horrors of the events that 
had been forced upon her against her will and 
to her detriment,” the petition stated. “She had 
to cope with the difficulties of the investigation 
and the feeling that the military establishment 
was out to get her in order to protect one of its 
most senior personnel.” The woman also 
charged that the army put improper pressure on 
her in order to avoid courtmartialing Galili. 

The petition states that the woman was 19 
and sexually inexperienced at the time of the 
liaison, whereas Galili was 40. married, and the 
father of three. 

The Israel Women's Network and the 
Movement for Quality Government in Israel yes¬ 
terday called on Defense Minister Moshe Arens. 
-Chief of General Staff LL-Gen. Shaul Mofaz, 
and Judge Advocate-General Shoham to recon¬

“Galili’s promotion is improper morally and 
professionally from the outset.” the groups 
wrote in a statement- “The advancement of an 
officer to the rank of major-general and a posi¬ 
tion in the top echelon of the IDF General 
Command after he was convicted of sexual 
harassment does not sit well with the principles 
of morality, justice, and human dignity which 
the IDF is meant to preserve and protect. 

“There is no need to mince words in describ¬ 
ing the seriousness of the phenomenon of sex¬ 
ual harassment and the impropriety of the indi¬ 
vidual who performs it. It is particularly seri¬ 
ous when it involves a senior officer who ille¬ 
gally used his authority and takes advantage of 
his senior position to force*his assistant to have 
illegal and undesired contact with him.” 

The organizations also called on Shoham to 
provide them with copies of the proceedings of 
Galili’s disciplinary trial, citing the public's 
right to know.

Trial of Croatian death camp commander in doubt

The trial of the commander of 
Croatia's most notorious concen¬ 
tration camp could be postponed 
before its scheduled start today, 
after he was rushed to a hospital 
yesterday, court officials said. 

“During the morning of 
Wednesday... [Dinko] Sakic's state 
of health deteriorated overnight 
and he was given an urgent medical 
interv entio n.” the court statement 
said. “Sakic was transferred to a 
civilian hospital's internal medical 
department and after checkups be 
was~.. transferred to the Zagreb 
prison hospital,” it said. 

District Court Judge Drazen 
Tripaio will decide this morning 
whether to proceed with the trial on 
schedule, the statement added. 

Sakic, 77, was the commandant 
of the infamous Jasenovac concen¬ 
tration camp, where close to 
100.000 Serbs. Jew-s, and Gypsies 
were murdered by the Ustasha 
(Croatian fascists). 

-,-^He. is accused of. “maltreating, 
i torturing, and killing detainees” 
and aDowing his subordinates to do 
the same when he served as com¬ 
mander of the camp between April 
and November 1944. after previ¬ 
ously serving as deputy comman¬ 
der for two years.

from Buenos Aires, until he was 
exposed in April 1998 by Jorge 
Camerasa, an Argentinean journal¬ 
ist. together widi the Wieseuthal 
Center- 

In the interview with Camerasa. 
Sakic said: “Nothing happened in 
Jasenovac. It was a work camp 
where the Jews managed them¬ 
selves. We never put a hand on any 
of the prisoners in the camp. The 
people died of natural death. There 
was a typhus epidemic, for exam¬ 
ple, but there were no cremation 
ovens that killed anybody.” 

Following pressure from the 


Wiese nth al Center. Sakic was 
arrested by Argentina and extradit¬ 
ed to Croatia. So was his wife, 
Nada Sakic. who served as a guard 
at Stara Gradiska, the women's 
camp of Jasenovac. But she was 
released from prison last month 
after the Croats claimed that there 
was no evidence against her. 

“We feel that there is a case 
against her” said Zuroff. “and I 
plan to submit new evidence 
against her when I get to Zagreb 
this week, which proves that she 
personally committed murder. We 
folly expect her to be put back into 
jail and to be put on trial.”

Dutch 
crash 
inquiry 
nearing end 


THE HAG LIE (Reuters I - Public 
hearings into the erash of an El Al 
cargo plane resumed yesterday 
with a suing of sensitive questions 
still unanswered. 

According to the official toll. 43 
people died when the plane 
slammed into a high-rise apart¬ 
ment block in Amsterdam's main¬ 
ly immigrant Bijlmer suburb on 
October 4. 1992. 

Hundreds of Bijlmer residents 
and rescue workers have com¬ 
plained of persistent health prob¬ 
lems that they believe are linked to 
the cargo and depleted uranium 
used as wing ballast. 

Israeli authorities have con¬ 
firmed the cargo included the 
chemical DMMP. which can be 
used in making sarin nerve gas. 
But they say the substance itself is 
non-toxic. 

The last round of hearings, 
beginning yesterday and ending 
on March 12. will address the 
potentially explosive issue of how- 
much senior cabinet ministers, 
past and present, knew of the dis¬ 
aster and kept to themselves. 

Prime Minister Wim Kok and 
his deputy Annemarie Jorritsma 
are among those the committee is 
expected to call to testify under 
oath, along with former transport 
minister Hanja Maij. 

One aviation official gave evi¬ 
dence last month that air authori¬ 
ties heard within half-an-hour of 
the disaster thai the plane was car¬ 
rying a hazardous load but agreed 
to hush the information up to 
avoid a public outcry. 

Kok moved swiftly to suspend 
the officials concerned, but public 
confidence in the government was 
shaken. 

Maij. transport minister al the 
time of the crash, has said her civil 
servants failed to pass on the infor¬ 
mation that the plane's cargo 
might be hazardous.

She has 
vowed to stand down if the inquiry 
finds evidence of mismanagement 
during her term as transport minis¬ 
ter. 

The inquiry began public hear¬ 
ings on January' 27. aiming to lay 
to rest numerous conspiracy theo¬ 
ries about the disaster. 

Witness accounts, sometimes 
conflicting, have brought to light 
mismanagement, confusion and 
secrecy at a high level. 

In its final stage, the committee 
will also probe whether - and if 
so. why - El Al staff travelled to 
the scene immediately after ibe 
Boeing 747 crashed in flames.

Levy puts students 
in charge of maintaining 
war memorials

Follow ing a letier w ritten by St.- 
Sgt. Omer Alkabetz highly critical 
of the neglectful maintenance of a 
memorial to fallen soldiers at Tel 
Fahar in the Golan Heights. 
Education Minister Yitzhak Levy 
ordered that high school students 
adopt specific memorials and 
clean them up. 

Alkubetz. who belonged, to a 
Goluni unit, was killed in Lebanon 
by the Hizbullah roadside bomb 
on Sunday. 

Levy also gave instructions that 
while at the memorials students 
discuss the units and the soldiers 
commemorated and their contribu¬ 
tion to national security. 

Interior minister Eliahu Suissa 
said his ministry would provide 
funding for upkeep of the memo¬ 
rial at Tel Fahar. w hich commem¬ 
orates Goluni troops who fell in 


the 1973 battle. 

The Nature Protection and 
National Parks Authority has also 
offered to help the Defense 
Ministry maintain the various 
memorials and similar sites 
around the country. NPNPA 
spokesman Ofer Green stein said 
the authority had recently received 
several requests for help in main¬ 
taining site.s such as the Negev 
Memorial near Beersheba. 

He noted that the NPNPA 
already takes care of certain spots 
such as the Ben-Gurion gravesite 
which is in a national pork, and 
helps care for the memorial ro rhe 
Egoz reconnaissance unit next to 
the national park at Nimrod’s 
Castle.

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Prognosis: Poor I US USed UNSCOM tO Spy Oil 


E very week, Iranian planes 
arrive at the airport in 
Damascus carrying muni¬ 
tions for Hizbullah. How long 
on we expect the Iranians to 
keep sending these weapons, the 
| Syrians to permit their 
| passage, and the 
Lebanese terrorists to 
continue using them? 

To formulate Israel’s 
policy in southern 
Lebanon, all three of 
these factors must be 
constantly monitored. 

The main develop¬ 
ment in Iran has been 
the local elections. 
Incomplete results 
show a victory for the 
relatively moderate 
supporters of President 
Mohammed Khatami- 
On the one hand, the hard-lin¬ 
ers tried to keep pro-Khatami 
leaders off the ballot, especially 
in Teheran. But, on the other 
hand, the two tactions managed 
to work together and the candi¬ 
dates were allowed to run. 

The election's outcome clearly 
shows the strong, continuing 
base of support for Khatami. Yet 
this has a very limited effect on 
Iran’s policies, domestic or for¬ 
eign. 

When hard-liners in the 
Intelligence Ministry murdered 
moderate dissidents, tire pro- 
Khatami minister was forced to 
resign. Other Khatami support¬ 
ers are under house arrest, face 
serious harassment, or have been 
beaten up. The Foreign 
Ministry’s promise to end 
attempts to kill author Salman 
Rushdie was undermined by a 
huge semi-governmental founda¬ 
tion reissuing its reward for mur¬ 
dering him. 

All the facilities for backing 
international terrorism and all 
the Iranian stocks of weapons of 
mass destruction are in the 
hands of hard-liners. Efforts to 
move toward rapprochement 
with the L7S have been dead for 
about nine months. And while 
Iran has cut back funding to 
Hizbullah due to its own eco¬ 
nomic problems, it has drawn 
closer to the Palestinian Hamas 
movement. 

Indeed, for the time being, the 
Khatami revolution is over. He 
has been stopped cold by the 
hard-liners. This movement will 
revive, under Khatami or some 
future leader, but there is no seri¬ 
ous short-term hope of a more 
moderate Iranian foreign policy. 
The missiles and other weapons 
will continue arriving in 
Damascus en route to southern 
Lebanon. 

What about Hizbullah itself? 

At a recent academic confer¬ 
ence. American reporters repeat¬ 
edly asked why Israel calls 
Hizbullah a terrorist group since, 
they said, it is only defending its 
own country’s territory. They 
were simply unwilling to 
acknowledge what has been 
clear in every Hizbullah state¬ 
ment: the goal is to attack and 
destroy Israel, not free southern 
Lebanon as an end in itself. 
Hizbullah does participate in 
Lebanese parliamentary politics. 
Some day it might become more 
moderate, but this has certainly 
not happened yet. 

Thus, it is unclear whether a 
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unilateral Israeli withdrawal 
could mean some sort of a deal 
ending attacks on the North. 
There also remains the issue of 
how Israel cun avoid abandoning 
those Lebanese who. passionate- 
ly opposing 
Hizbullah's dom¬ 
ination of their 
own villages, 
have fought 
alongside Israel. 
Unfortunately, 
there is little or no 
reason to believe 
$ that a redeploy¬ 
ment along the 
border would end 
the fighting. Iran 
and Syria will not 
stop supporting 
the attacks. 

Moreover. Hizbullah has defi¬ 
nitely not been intimidated by 
events. On the contrary, its con¬ 
fidence has been bolstered by its 
recent successes and the calls by 
many Israelis to retreat to the 
border. 

AN element often ignored in 
these analyses is the Hizbullah- 
Palestinian relationship. Su¬ 
pporters of Yasser Arafat have 
been driven out of the southern 
Lebanon refugee camps. The 
new leaders there are not exact¬ 
ly mainstream Hamas, but do 
comprise a mixture of Iranian- 
subsidized radical nationalist 
groups plus Iranian-subsidized 
and Hizbullah-trained Islamic 
forces. 

If Israel were to withdraw, 
even if Hizbullah stopped its 
own direct attacks, the move¬ 
ment would probably turn over 
its guns and guides to 
Palestinian counterparts. After 
all. in the 1970s. virtually all the 
terrorist attacks on Israel were 
waged by Palestinians from 
Lebanon, not local Lebanese 
groups. 

The only way that the fighting 
in southern Lebanon can be 
ended would be by an Israel- 
Syria peace agreement It should 
be noted, however, that this does 
not just mean turning over all the 
Golan to Syria in exchange for 
full peace but something even 
worse: reaching a deal on the 
much tougher Terms that Syria 
can be expected to seL 
The Syrians are not eager 
either to make a deal with Israel 
or to end the fighting in 
Lebanon. Not only does the 
shooting in southern Lebanon 
cost Damascus nothing, but it 
provides a rationale for the con¬ 
tinued - and highly profitable - 
Syrian presence in Lebanon. 
Why should Syria end such a 
good thing? 

Indeed, the situation is far 
from ideal from Israel’s point of 
view. 

There is no purely local 
Lebanese reason why a single 
Israeli or Lebanese should die. 
Israel has no material interest in 
remaining in southern Lebanon. 
This is an unnecessary war, but it 
is also a war imposed on us. 

Any signal that there might be 
a change in this dynamic should 
be watched for and - if it 
appears - should be welcomed 
and pursued. 

But there simply isn't one yeL 
and one doesn’t seem likely in 
the near future. 
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America infiltrated the UN arms control teams to monitor the Iraqi military, 
reliable sources say. Even the US government has ceased categories y 

denying it. Barton Gellman reports 


U nited States intelligence ser¬ 
vices infiltrated agents and 
espionage equipment for 
three years into United Nations 
arms control teams in Iraq to eaves¬ 
drop on the Iraqi military without 
the knowledge of the UN agency 
that it used to disguise its work, 
according to US government 
employees and documents describ¬ 
ing the classified operation. 

By all aceouftts the UN Special 
Commission, or UNSCOM. did not 
authorize or benefit fromjhis chan¬ 
nel of US surveillance. This con¬ 
trasts with previous statements in 
which the Clinton administration 
acknowledged use of eavesdrop¬ 
ping equipment but said it was done 
solely in cooperation with 
UNSCOM to pierce Iraqi conceal¬ 
ment of its illegal weapons. 

As recently as last week, the 
administration asserted again that 
its intelligence work within 
UNSCOM was invited by the 
panel's senior leaders and directed 
at rooting out Iraq’s forbidden mis¬ 
siles and its nuclear, biological and 
chemical weapons programs. 

Deputy State Department 
spokesman James Foley said in a 
February 23 briefing that charges of 
US espionage inside UNSCOM are 
“unfathomable except as elements 
which can only serve Saddam 
Hussein's propaganda machine.*' 
Any unrelated intelligence gath¬ 
ered under UNSCOM s umbrella, a 
high-ranking official told reporters 
invited to a previous briefing, “was 
a kind of windfall - resulting from 
the fact that the Iraqis who worked 
to thwart UNSCOM were also 
members of President Saddam 
Hussein's inner circle. 

IN FACT, according to sources who 
spoke on condition of anonymity, 
the US rigged UNSCOM equip¬ 
ment and office space - without 
permission - to intercept a high vol¬ 
ume of ordinary Iraqi military com¬ 
munications. 

Those communications, carried 
between microwave towers and 
linking Iraqi commanders to 
infantry and armored forces in the 
field, were of considerable value to 
US military planners but generally 
unrelated to UNSCOM’s special 
weapons mandate. 

US government officials said they 
considered the risk of discrediting 
an international arms control sys¬ 
tem by infiltrating it for their own 
eavesdropping. They said the stakes 
were so high in the conflict with 
Iraq, and the probability of discov¬ 
ery so low. that they deemed the 
risks worth running. 

Microwave channels are Une-of- 
sight communications, typically 
transmitting a narrow beam from 
hilltop to hilltop and difficult to 
intercept by aircraft or satellites. 
American intelligence agencies saw 
an opportunity to tap into those sig¬ 
nals when UNSCOM changed the 
arrangement it used to monitor dis¬ 
tant sites in Iraq with video cam¬ 
eras. 

Pioneered in May 1993, 
UNSCOM's "remote monitoring 
system" grew over the years to 
encompass more than 300 arms 
installations and research facilities 
in Iraq. 

For the first three years of opera¬ 
tion. the video images and logs of 
electrical power use were recorded 
onto magnetic tape at the remote 
sites. Inspectors based in Baghdad 
periodically drove out to collect the 
tapes. 

In March 1996. with Iraq's con¬ 
sent, UNSCOM began transmitting 
images from the cameras back to 
Baghdad using radio signals. The 
signals were boosted by relays, 
known as repeater stations, arrayed 
along the paths from the camera 
sites to Baghdad. 

The new system gave 
UNSCOM's inspectors a view of 
distant facilities in “near real timer 
a significant improvement.

cians who installed and maintained 
the system were intelligence opera¬ 
tives* and the repeater stations they 
built had a covert capability. 

Hidden in their structure were 
antennas capable of intercepting 
microwave transmissions, and the 
US agents placed some of them 
near important nodes of Iraqi mili¬ 
tary communications. 

The principal designer of the new 
system was a military intelligence 
operative described by a former 
supervisor as a brilliant engineer 
and “a pure, energetic, walking, 
talking slide rule." 

The engineer and his team under¬ 
took repeated ■■maintenance’’ mis¬ 
sions in Iraq from September 1995 
to June 1996. disclosing so little to 
UNSCOM of their work that the 
commission's director of opera¬ 
tions. Air Force Col. James Moore, 
dashed repeatedly with the engi¬ 
neer and eventually was recalled by 
Washington. 

At least two other technicians lent 
by the US government to run the 
remote camera system for 
LINSCOM were employees of the 
Central Intelligence Agency's clan¬ 
destine service. At the fequest of the 
US government, the three names 
are being withheld. 

UNSCOM sought out technical 
resources from the US and else¬ 
where. After years of frustration, 
the commission gradually built 
what amounted to the first UN intel¬ 
ligence-gathering operation. 

But its reliance on contributing 
govemmenLs led to deceptions 
within deceptions that eventually 
helped destroy the special commis¬ 
sion. 

For years, two conflicting story 
lines have battled for world opinion 
as the Security Council debated the 
future of Iraqi disarmament. 

The US and UNSCOM said their 
use of increasingly intrusive inspec¬ 
tions and sophisticated technology 
was made necessary by Iraq's resis¬ 
tance to full disclosure of ils illegal . 
arms. Iraq maintained that the US 
and other unfriendly powers were 
using UNSCOM's access to the 
country for espionage. 

The new disclosures suggest dial 
both claims were tree. 

They come at a delicate moment 
for those concerned with arms con¬ 
trol in Iraq, because the bulk of the 
US espionage came under cover of 


the system of “ongoing monitoring 
and verification" imposed on Iraq 
by Security Council Resolution 
715. 

Iraq has forbidden arms inspec¬ 
tions since the US and Britain bom¬ 
barded it in December, and the 
Security Council is now trying to 
devise a new system of monitoring 
to ensure that Iraq does not resume 
large-scale development of forbid¬ 
den weapons. 

USE of the remote camera system 
for espionage coincided with anoth¬ 
er channel of eavesdropping. that 
was known to UNSCOM’s top 
leaders. 

That channel, code-named Shake 
the Tree, used commercial scanners 
to intercept low-powered VHF 
radio transmissions used by Iraq to 
direct its concealment efforts 
against LINSCOM. 

The Washington Post and the 
Boston Globe disclosed that opera¬ 
tion in January, and the US govern¬ 
ment confirmed the stories the same 
month. 

American intelligence agencies 
elected to pursue a second method 
of eavesdropping because “we were 
very concerned about protecting 
our independence of access” to 
Iraqi military communications, said 
a knowledgeable US official. “We 
did not want to rely on a multina¬ 
tional body that might or might not 
continue to operate as it was operat¬ 
ing.” 

For that reason, the US govern¬ 
ment decided not to inform Rolf 
Eke us, the Swedish diplomat who 
was UNSCOM's executive chair¬ 
man. or his Australian successor, 
Richard Butler, about the second 
eavesdropping operation. 

According to sources in 
Washington, the CIA notified 
Charles Duelfer, the American 
deputy to both men, to help ensure 
that UNSCOM's headquarters staff 
did not interfere with the operation. 
Duelfer did not return telephone 
calls made over several days for this 
story. 

The remote camera surveillance 
system has not operated since 
UNSCOM evacuated all personnel 
from Iraq in December, immediate¬ 
ly before the LIS-British military 
strikes. Knowledgeable govern¬ 
ment employees said the eaves¬ 
dropping system concealed in it 


was abandoned before that. 

Ekeus, who is now Sweden’s 
ambassador to Washington, said in 
an interview that he (fid not believe 
the US could have built covert 
antennas into the video relay sys¬ 
tem because Iraqi. technicians 
should have discovered them. 

“I think it can't be hue.” he said. 
■This was stuff that was totally in 
the hands of Iraq. It was standing 
out in the rain, so to say. It’s really 
very difficult to believe that any¬ 
thing serious could happen that 
way. 

“[Iraqi counterintelligence 
agents] were dismantling these sta¬ 
tions all the time, and they would 
have understood if there was any¬ 
thing that didn’t fit” the ostensible 
task of bringing video signals to 
Baghdad. 

If the United States did use 
UNSCOM cover for espionage, 
Ekeus added. “We have always 
stood against that” • 

Ekeus cited one of the first con¬ 
troversial inspections, in 1991, 
when US team leaders reported 
directly to Washington on what they 
were finding. 

“I reacted very strongly against 
that, and we stopped it,” be said. 

UNTIL late last week, the US gov¬ 
ernment appeared to deny categori¬ 
cally that it placed covert agents on 
UNSCOM teams without 
UNSCOM’s knowledge and con¬ 
sent 

In a January 7 briefing for six 
invited newspaper and television 
reporters, a high-ranking US offi¬ 
cii said: “We didn't put people on 
UN teams to be agents of the 
United States. Everyone we put on 
UNSCOM worked for UNSCOM. 
There they were part of UNSCOM, 
not reporting separately. But after¬ 
wards, of course,” they were 
debriefed. 

In interviews for this story, 
spokesmen for the CIA, Pentagon, 
White House and State Department 
declined to repeat any categorical 
denials. 

“In general our efforts, with 
UNSCOM were focused on how to 
help UNSCOM, through a number 
of different means, uncover and 
■ track down the mechanisms and the 
materials associated with weapons 
of mass destruction,” State 
Department spokesman James P. 
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Rubin said in a prepared statement 
“We worked very hard at that We 
contributed great resources, person¬ 
nel and effort. I caimot comment on - 
the specific intelligence question ' 
that you raise.” 

Asked whether use of a multina¬ 
tional arms control panel for US 
espionage would undermine efforts 
to halt proliferation elsewhere, 

Rubin said be could not confirm or 
deny there bad been any such espi¬ 
onage. 

He added: “The Iraq case was a J 
unique case in history” because ® * 
other amis control arrangements are 
voluntary. . . 

“UNSCOM never has been seen 
as a precedent, nor need be seen as 
a precedent, for other nonprolifera¬ 
tion efforts around the world.” 

UNSCOM’s present leader, 

. Butler, declined to be interviewed 
for this story after being told of die 
subject. 

“Richard Butler has no knowl¬ 
edge of these matters and won’t f 
comment on allegations the veraci¬ 
ty of which is not dear,” said his 
spokesman, Ewen Buchanan. 

Privately, according to dose asso¬ 
ciates. Butler expressed distress 
when he first learned of die allega¬ 
tions. saying any such espionage 
under UNSCOM cover would dis¬ 
credit other cffoTts to verify compli¬ 
ance with international weapons 
pacts.

Baghdad said a communications 
center used to monitor erode flows 
through the pipeline had been com¬ 
pletely destroyed in the attack.

The Serbs have objected to the 
presence of NATO troops on its 
soil to enforce any agreement. 

Yugoslav army and Serbian 
police forces have fired heavily 
on suspected positions of the 
rebel Kosovo Liberation Army in 
the last several days, sending 
panic-stricken villagers fleeing 
their homes. 

Humanitarian aid groups sent 
convoys, to Kosovo's border with 
Macedonia during a lull in fight¬ 
ing yesterday to help thousands 
of ethnic Albanians displaced by 


an escalation in fighting. 

Hundreds of people have been 
camped in the open this week as 
a result of the fighting between 
ethnic Albanian rebels and gov¬ 
ernment troops, whose buildup 
along the border is in defiance of 
NATO air strike warnings. 

In some of the heaviest fighting 
since US-led peace talks were 
suspended last week, several 
rebels and a Yugoslav army 
sergeant were killed Tuesday, 
according to the Serb Media 
Center. 


Amid candidacy talk, Hillary Clinton visits New York

NEW YORK (Reuters) - First 
Lady Hillary Rodham Clinton paid 
a much-heralded visit yesterday to 
New York, where the possibility of 
her running for the US Senate is the 
talk of the town. 

The trip marked the first time the 
first lady has been in New York 
since the speculation over the possi¬ 
bility of her running for the Senate 
has reached such a fevered pitch. 

Clinton’s first stop was a visit to 
a school in the city's Queens bor¬ 


ough, where she was loudly 
applauded by about 500 students 
and adults when she delivered a 20- 
minute speech on the value of arts 
and education. 

“We need all the help we can get 
to return the arts toils rightful place 
within our schools,” said Clinton, 
who avoided a mob of reporters 
and TV crews and did not discuss 
her possible Senate run. 

However, her escort on the trip. 
Democratic Representative Gary 
Ackerman, who represents Queens 
in Congress, said he discussed a 


possible campaign with Clinton on 
Tuesday night and indicated she 
was considering a run. 

"She told me she was going to 
consider it" Ackerman said. 

“She indicated she had not made 
up her mind but clearly it is some¬ 
thing that is occupying a great deal 
of her thoughts in between doing 
all these public events.” 

The highlight of her trip, at least 
to many New York Democrats, was 
to be a fund-raising luncheon of the 
party’s Women’s Leadership 
Forum. 


The fund raiser where Clinton 
was headed yesterday was enor¬ 
mously successful even before it 
started. 

Democratic National Committee 
officials said not only was the guest 
list nearly doubled due to demand, 
but some 300 people were placed 
on a waiting list to attend.

Turkey, Greece 
exchange 
accusations 
over Ocalan 


ANKARA - Turkey will not put 
up with Greece's "hostile” attitude, 
a senior Foreign Ministry official 
said, warning of dangerous devel¬ 
opments in the region, a Turkish 
daily reported yesterday. 

The new warning came one day 
after United Nations Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan appealed to 
neighbors Turkey and Greece to 
ease tensions that have soared since 
the capture of Kurdish rebel leader 
Abdullah Ocalan. 

Greece helped protea Ocalan. 
Turkey’s No. 1 enemy, hiding him 
in its embassy in Nairobi before he 
was nabbed by Darkish forces there. 

In an interview with the daily 
Milliyei. Turkey's Foreign Ministry 
undersecretary. Korkmaz Haktanir. 
accused Greece of following “a 
rigid, hostile policy.” 

“Greece has to change its attitude 
otherwise there could be negative 
developments i n the eastern * 
Mediterranean," Haktanir said. 

Turkish President Suleyman 
Demirel has threatened military 
action against Greece over its sup¬ 
port to the rebels. The two countries 
have come to the brink of war sev¬ 
eral times over the past 25 years. 

Greece yesterday rejected as 
“ridiculous” Turkish accusations 
that it was supporting terrorism, 
saying such charges further strained 
relations between the two countries. 

“Our fight against terrorism... is 
continuous. Nobody can accuse 
Greece of the opposite,” govern¬ 
ment spokesman Dimitris Reppas 
said. "All these (accusations) are a 
joke, they are ridiculous.” 

Milliyei also reported yesterday 
that Turkey's Kurdish rebels have 
taken steps towards choosing a new 
leader to replace jailed chief 
Abdullah Ocalan. a Turkish news¬ 
paper said yesterday. 

The paper said a meeting of the 
PKK had appointed a senior com¬ 
mander. Cemil Bayik. as the guer¬ 
rillas’ “high authority”. 

Other Kurdish sources said any 
new title for Bayik did not mean he 
was a direct replacement for Ocalan 
but was recognition that he now 
had a greater role in the rebels* fight 
for Kurdish self-rule in southeast- 
era Turkey. 

Bayik. in his late forties, was a 
fellow founder of the PKK in 1978 
and is alleged to have planned an 
attack on the army in (984 which is 
regarded as marking the start of the 
armed campaign. (News agencies)

At least five police killed in Lagos rioting 

LAGOS Nigeria (AP) - At least five police officers were killed 
yesterday when rioters firebombed a police barracks and a police 
station in Nigeria’s commercial capital, police sources said. 

The Oyagbo barracks were badly damaged, and the Adakara 
police station about 16 kilometers away was burned down. Peter 
Ooh a police officer from the Adakara station, said attacked 
dragged many of his colleagues from the building and killed five of 
them It appeared the attacks were carried out by people opposed to 
the victory of retired Gen. Olusegun Obasanjo in Saturday's presi¬ 
dential election. On Monday, attackers destroyed two other police 
stations in Lagos, killing one person and injuring four others. 

South African elections to be held June 2 

CAPE TOWN (AP) - President Nelson Mandela said yesterday 
that South Africa’s second all-race elections would be held on June 
2. Mandela, who has led the nation since 1994’s all-race ballot 
ended white role, plans to retire after the election. He is almost cer¬ 
tain to be succeeded by Deputy President Thabo Mbeki. Recent 
opinion polls have shown the ruling African National Congress eas¬ 
ily ahead of any other political party and likely to win another clear 
majority in the 400-strong National Assembly. 

Uganda apologizes for tourists* deaths 

KAMPALA lAP) - Ugandan President Yoweri Museveni apolo¬ 
gized yesterday for the hacking deaths of eight foreign tourists by 
Rwandan rebels, saying rangers in the lush gorilla reserve they were 
visiting never alerted the army to a security problem. 

"The park authorities should have foreseen this problem and 
asked for support.” he said. Ugandan and Rwandan soldiers set out 
on foot patrols yesterday in a joint manhunt for the rebels, who 
used machetes to kill two Americans, four Britons, and two New 
Zealanders. The dead were among more than a dozen foreigners the 
rebels kidnapped in their fight to undermine Rwanda's government. 
At least six other tourists escaped. 

Singer Dusty Springfield dies 

LONDON (AP) - Singer Dusty Springfield, whose husky, while 
soul voice fueled such 1960s hits as "Son of a Preacher Man” and 
"Wishin’ and Hopin’.” has died after a long battle with breast can¬ 
cer. She was 59. Springfield died Tuesday night at her home in 
Henley-on-Thames, about 45 kilometers west of London, said her 
agent. Paul Penn. 

She underwent extensive chemotherapy until 1995. when she was 
diagnosed as being clear of the disease. But the cancer returned the 
following year. 


Reports: Japan set 
to okay birth control pills 


TOKYO (AP) - A Japanese 
Health Ministry committee gave its 
approval for the sale of birth con¬ 
trol pills yesterday, news reports 
said, clearing the way for the pill’s 
sale here almost four decades after 
its first use in the WesL 

The Central Pharmaceutical 
Affairs Council will submit iLs rec¬ 
ommendation to the ministry in 
June, meaning the pill could be 
available by this autumn, news 
reports said. 

A spokesman for the Health and 
Welfare Ministry refused to com¬ 
ment 

The reports come as women's 
groups voice outrage over a min¬ 
istry decision in January to approve 
the male impotence drug Viagra 
after deliberating just half a year. 

An application to approve the pill 
in Japan has languished in the 
Health Ministry for nine years, and 
calls were made for its approval 
long before that. In the US. the pill 
was approved by the Food and 


Drug Administration in I960. 

Resistance to the pill in Japan has 
largely come from doctors, w'ho 
say they are. worried about side 
effects. They also say they want to 
promote condom usage to stem the 
spread of the AIDS virus. 

But women s groups say doctors 
don’t want a reduction in the num¬ 
ber of abortions, which at about 
100.000 yen (S850) are a lucrative 
business in a country where the 
national health program caps fees 
for most other operations. 

Unwanted pregnancies are com¬ 
mon in Japan, with official statis¬ 
tics showing one in five pregnan¬ 
cies end in abortion. 

Japan's per capita abortion rate is 
far higher than European nations, 
although somewhat lower than that 
of the US. 

Medical opinion ouLside Japan is 
generally in favor of the pill. A 
major study published last month 
in the British Medical Journal 
found no long-term ill effects.

Tn searching for a way out of the Lebanon 
I imbroglio, it is tempting, us Defense 
-^Minister Moshe Arens did in an interview 
with The Jerusalem Post, to consider scrapping 
the 1996 Grapes of Wrath understandings. But 
as unfair as those understandings may seem 
from an Israeli perspective, it would be unwise 
to abandon diem without a coherent alternative 
in mind. 

Grapes of Wrath. Israel's last major operation 
in Lebanon, took place three years ago. just 
before the last national elections. In its wake 
“understandings" were reached indirectly 
between Israel and Hizbullah that neither side 
would attack civilian targets. For Israel this was 
to mean an end to Katyusha attacks on its north¬ 
ern communities. But as Arens told the Post on 
Tuesday. “The understandings create a situation 
in which Hizbullah is free to launch attacks 
against Israeli and SLA soldiers and outposts ... 
and we are not free to attack their bases, w hich 
are in the villages. That is an asymmetry which 
I think everybody realizes makes it very difficult 
for the IDF." The danger of such asymmetry 
arising, however, was anticipated in the under¬ 
standings. Article 3 of which reads. “Civilian 
populated areas and industrial and electrical 
installations will not be used as launching 
grounds for attacks." In addition. Article 4 states 
that “Nothing herein shall preclude any party 
from exercising the right of self-defense." It is 
certainly understandable that the government is 
no longer willing to accept a situation in which 
Israeli soldiers are attacked with impunity from 
civilian areas - in \ iolation of the agreement - 
and yet Israel is constrained from responding. 
Yesterday, the five-nation monitoring group 
established under the 1996 agreement 
“acknowledged" that Israel's complainLs regard¬ 
ing mortar tire from civilian areas were valid. 

The statement issued, which had to be agreed 
to by all live members (Israel, the US. France. 
Lebanon, and Syria), stated that “more than 70 
mortar rounds'* were fired ‘ from within the Ul¬ 
lage [of Majdei in violation of the 

Understanding." Aside from wagging iLs collec¬ 
tive finger at Hizbullah, the monitoring group 
does nothing to prevent such violations from 
recurring. 

There may be a solution for Israel, however, 
that stops short of scrapping the Understandings 


altogether, and instead attempts to reshape them 
as they were meant to work from the beginning. 
Israel could interpret the self-defense clause of 
the Understandings to include immediate and 
direct retaliation against mortar attacks, even if 
they are launched from civilian areas. Such an 
approach, of course, would not be easy to effec¬ 
tively implemenL Yet at times Israel does have 
the capability to cany out an immediate, accu¬ 
rate, and effective response, with minimal risk 
to the civilian population. Israel would also con¬ 
sider itself free to launch commando operations 
against Hizbullah units illegally operating from 
civilian areas. By changing its tactics in this 
manner. Israel could legitimately argue that it is 
enforcing, rather than scrapping, the Grapes of 
Wrath Understandings. Hizbullah would no 
longer be able to operate from civilian areas 
with impunity and in violation of the agreemenL 

Hizbullah might “retaliate’’ against the new 
Israeli approach by launching Katyusha attacks 
against the North, but this would risk severe 
retaliation from Israel and the complete break¬ 
down of the Understandings. Neither side, it 
seems, really wanLs that to happen, as illustrat¬ 
ed by Hizbullah's restraint after Israel's recent 
retaliation following the killing of Brig.-Gen. 
Erez Gerstein and three others. 

Israel should state clearly to the U.S. and 
France, as key members of the monitoring 
group, that it is no longer is willing to tolerate 
constant violations of the Understandings by 
Hizbullah. However. Israel should not - as 
Arens seemed to be hinting was under consider¬ 
ation - act as if the Understandings are already 
too far gone to attempt reconstruction. Since 
1996. the number of Katyusha attacks against 
Israeli civilians has gone down greatly. In addi¬ 
tion. the five-nation monitoring group is the 
only forum where Israelis and Syrians can talk 
to each other. 

Even though the current level of violations 
cannot be tolerated. nullifying the 
Understandings would result in an escalation of 
the war. which is not an option on the eve of 
national elections. Foreign Minister Ariel 
Sharon's unrealistic call for an "emergency gov¬ 
ernment" notwithstanding, longer-term solu¬ 
tions will have to wait until after the elections, 
when Israel's military and diplomatic options 
are slightly less limited.

Successive Israeli governments 
and defense ministers, in accor¬ 
dance with the plans of IDF gen¬ 
erals, determined that we stay in 
the security zone in southern 
Lebanon.

We must make some kind of 
move in Lebanon: the question is 
where and how.

Even worse. Palestinian terror 
groups in Judea. Samaria and 
Gaza will no doubt say to them¬ 
selves. “How are we any different 
than our heroic brothers in 
Hizbullah?" Many Palestinians 
are likely to believe that terror is 
indeed the way to make Israel 
capitulate. And behind them are 
the Arab armies who are undoubt¬ 
edly sharpening their swords, as 
they gaze hungrily at an Israel that 
seems to be slowly weakening. 

Over the past 16 years. Israel has 
gone though an entire cycle of 
experiences in iLs attempt to pro¬ 


force” in Lebanon. It was time to 
use brains, not brawn, they said. 

As a result of this, defense min¬ 
ister Yitzhak Rabin ordered the 
IDF to essentially flee Lebanon in 
1985 to the narrow security zone 
in the south. The only person in 
the cabinet to vote against this 
redeployment because it seemed 
to him to be insufficient was 
Sharon himself. 

IDF generals, including Ehud 
Barak and Amnon Shahak, backed 
Rabin enthusiastically. Interestingly, 
they were also responsible for using 
plenty of brawn, not brains, in 
Lebanon, ordering heavy air bom¬ 
bardments during 1993’s Operation 
Accountability and Operation 
Grapes of Wrath in 1996. 

WHEN Yitzhak Mordechai was 
named defense minister in June 
1996 he maintained the same 
obtuse battle concepts in southern 
Lebanon that he himself had car¬ 
ried out when he had earlier 
served as OC Northern Command. 

Ami ram Levine, who succeeded 
him in that position, improved the 
fighting methods, which helped 
the IDF scone some notable suc¬ 
cesses. But it was clear that this 
was not enough. 

That's why in March I99S, 
Sharon first suggested to the cabi¬ 
net that Israel should start with¬

in stages, while insisting on new. 
detailed security arrangements. 

Sharon warned the cabinet that 
making a solution to Lebanon 
dependent on an arrangement with 
Syria is unacceptable, because 
negotiations with Damascus could 
take a long time, and because 
there is no reason to link the situ¬ 
ation in Lebanon with talks about 
the Golan Heights, which is what 
Syria is trying to force via its 
Hizbullah proxies. 

Mordechai rejected Sharon's 
suggestions because he saw them 
as an insult to his pride; after all. 
he saw himself as “Mr. Security." 

In the weeks before he was fired 
by Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu. Mordechai pressed 
General Staff members to support 
his positions during discussions 
on Lebanon in November and 
December. The generals, who 
were afraid of Mordechai. fell in 
behind his outdated positions. 
And Mordechai and his spokes¬ 
men unceasingly repeated the lie 


that he. Mordechai. had prevented 
“adventurous operations” planned 
by Sharon and Netanyahu in 
Lebanon. 

Now the government no longer 
needs to deal with Mordechai’& 
attempts to save face. When 
human lives are -at stake, there 
isn't .a .day to waste, and it is 
important that there be some 
movement in Lebanon. 

After all these years, in which 
all the attempts by the “brains" ro 
solve the Lebanon problem didn't 
Work, it is time to listen to what 
the most security-minded and 
experienced person on either the 
Left or Right - Ariel Sharon- has 
to say.

S hortly after the myth of the 
Israeli superwoman was 
exploded by Lesley 
Hazelton's book Israeli Women 20 
years ago, a well-known Israeli 
feminist was pointed out to me. 

I approached her with excite¬ 
ment, eager to discuss the stereo¬ 
types Hazelton debunked: power¬ 
ful women in the army, powerful 
women in the workforce, powerful 
women on the kibbutz. Marriage 
as “the national panacea" and the 
cult of fertility. I wanted to hear 
her take on the paradox of Golda 
Meir discounting the feminist 
movement. 

She quickly put me in my place 
with the withering comment that 
newly-armed foreigners had no 
idea what Israeli women felt, nor 
had the right to talk about it 
The approach of International 
Women's Day next week, set me 
remembering that dismissiveness. 

That cloak of superiority helps 
make feminism an uncomfortable 
term, more so for women than for 
men. To the extent that in this elec¬ 
tion campaign, women candidates 
still feel the need to duck the label, 
couching it in evasive double-speak: 
“While I don’t like to label myself a 
feminist, 1 do of course believe in 
equal pay for equal work-" 

How many other young women 
- easy targets - did that high pow¬ 
ered spokeswoman put down so 
skillfully? If I met that ersatz

$300,000 more than the much 
younger and hipper Pearl Jam. 

Even so, Stewart lagged behind

>and ftohert Plant sold $24.9 mil- 
worth of tickets; the Rolling 
~Stores'did S31.8 million in busi¬ 
ness; and Eric Clapton’s tour 
brought in S33.6 million. 

But no one did better at the box 
rbfficejfiian Elton John, whose 
million gross put him well 
v^hkadef more comemporaiy acts 
JftoL the Dave Matthews Band

Even so, this principle only 


applies to bands whose success 
stretches across several decades. 

“Any group that has lasted long 
enough really benefits down the 
line.” says Mark Rowland, a for¬ 
mer executive editor at Musician 
magazine who is now working as a 
producer for the VH1 series 
Behind ike Music. 

Rowland says that the impor¬ 
tance of long-term success was 
driven home for him when he 
began work on a Behind the Music 
episode about Eric Bunion, the 
former lead singer with the British 
Invasion band, the Animals. 

“People over a certain age, when 
I ten than I’m working on a show 
about Eric Burden, say, ‘Oh, wow, 
thar'U be great,' ” he says. “But peo¬ 
ple under a certain age kind of look 
at me quizzically, and ask. 'Who?' 

“It’s pretty startling if you’re old 
enough to recall that when the 
Animate first cam e to this country, 
with the Beatles and the Stones, 
they were pretty much considered 
an equal parr of that triumvirate,” 
he says, adding that the band sold 
well throughout the ’60s. 

“But then, from the ‘70s on, 
there were no more Animals.” says 
Rowland. And as die band and its 
members faded from view, its 
importance diminished, while 
steadily working contemporaries 
like the Stones continued to be 


seen as stars.

If anything, the band seems to be 
getting better with age. Reviews of 
the Bridges to Babylon tour in *97 
were even more glowing than those 
for the 1994 Voodoo Lounge tour. 

“It’s not just a band going 
through the motions, playing the 
hits and collecting a paycheck,” 
says Bongiovanni. And that con¬ 
vinces an audience that it’s getting 
value for its money - even at $300 
a seat. 

Likewise, the planned summer 
tour by Brace Springsteen and the 
E Street Band will likely do block¬ 
buster business regardless of 
whether the tour is accompanied 
by a new album: As Bongiovanni 
puns it, “If Bruce has ever done a 
bad show, I haven’t beard about it” 

By contrast, the Who’s 
Quadrophenia tour last year was a 
disappointment at the box office 
because it seemed a disappoint¬ 
ment to the fans, offering tittle of * 
the lean, angry spirit that made the 
band an arena rock staple in the 
TOs and early ‘80s. 

“One thing that’s often over¬ 
looked is that most of the big 
artists of the ‘60s and the '70s

really made it on the road,” says 
Rowland. 

“They were live acts that strag¬ 
gled for years and years, and when 
they finally made it, they played 
and played and played." 

Rowland believes that’s why 
bands like Lynyrd Skynyrd, Cheap 
Trick and the Allman Brothers - 
vintage acts that haven't enjoyed 
the sort of media support lavished 
on Stewart or the Stones - contin¬ 
ue to do steady business on the 
concert circuit 

“They may be old geezers, but 
they actually are good bands that 
can really crank it oat,” he says. 

Whether any of today’s big- 
name rock acts can match that 
standard remains to be seen. Of 
the current generation, only the 
Dave Matthews Band, Pearl Jam 
and Phisb have built a reputation 
for steady CD sales and consis¬ 
tently dazzling live shows. 

This doesn’t fill the concert 
industry with optimism. 

“There is a concern that sooner 
or later, that well is going to dry 
up," says Bongiovanni. “Where 
the next generation of acts is com¬ 
ing from is a concern. Because of 
the acts that broke in the '80s, 
there are. . Jew left that are still 
able to do strong business ”

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Stage director Howard Rypp talks about 
the directors he admires most 


H oward Rypp is a stage 
director whose enthusiasm 
for Israel and the Israeli 
theater has only grown over the 
years. ‘The Israeli public is hun¬ 
gry for theater," comments Rypp. 
“and it is gratifying that theater 
finds more active support here 
than in other countries." 

The 43-year-old director, who 
immigrated from Canada 16 years 
ago, should know. He is the co- 
founder and artistic director of the 
successful Nefesh Theater 
Company, whose works are per¬ 
formed aJl around Israel. 
Currently, they have 14 plays in 
their repertory, and have recently 
returned from Canada where they 
toured with their romantic comedy 
Make Yourself at Home. 

It is the story of a new Russian 
immigrant who is so happy to be 
here, and an Israeli, fresh out of 
the army, who cannot wait to 
leave. Now being presented 
throughout Israel to tourists, 
school students and new immi¬ 
grants in absorption centers, Rypp 
thinks that this tongue-in-cheek 
tale and how it unfolds is an accu¬ 
rate comment on Israeli life. 

Currently living in Tel Aviv with 
his wife, three children, various

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Full steam ahead 
in the kitchen

M aybe the millennium is 
around the corner, but in 
some quarters, we're still 
looking backward a half century 
or so for inspiration. Fashion has 
dubbed pink and gray - the fabu¬ 
lous ‘50s combo - this year’s hot 
colors. Women's skirts - long and 
slit, pleated and gathered - hark 
back to the *40s and '50s. And in 
the kitchen, some of the best-sell¬ 
ing housewares are traditional 
toasters, mixers, waffle irons and 
blenders (technologically updat¬ 
ed, of course). 

The latest addition? Pressure 
cookers. 

In a range of prices - and with 
features the original makers didn’t 
even dream of - pressure cookers 
have been highlighted in culinary 
catalogs and on TV shopping 
channels, where they're selling 
like gangbusters. 

Along with them, natch, are a 
slew of appropriate cdokbooks - 
also updated to reflect today's 
tastes'and palates. The latest. The 
Pressured Cook by Loma Sass 
(due out this month from William 
Morrow), promises the eternally 
harried homemaker contemporary 
time-savers you only wish your 
mother had made. Like potato- 
cauliflower cuny in nine minutes. 
Not exactly the bland, overdone 
food of pressure cookers gone by. 

These pressure cookers aren't 
the bulky ones used for home can¬ 
ning in the ’30s either. Or the lim¬ 
ited-production ones that Rosie 
the Riveter came home to in the 
‘40s. Or the more plentiful and 
popular ones that came onto the 
market after World War H. These 
cookers are safer, more versatile 
and user-friendly. 

And most of them don't have 
those scary jiggle-top imprecise 
mechanisms that, if left untended 
could result in the proverbial pea- 
soup-all-over-the-cei ling. 

In their place are automatic lid- 
locking devices, accurate pressure 
gauges, simpler safety mecha¬ 
nisms to relieve pressure, nonstick 
surfaces and a range of sizes from 
a two-liter saute pan to a 12-liter 
pot. 

THE popularity, or not, of pres¬ 
sure cookers in the US reflects the 
kind of cooking going on at the 
lime. 

Initially, pressure cookers were 
primarily used for canning, both 
commercial and domestic. At the 
1939 World’s Fair, Presto intro¬ 
duced a model designed for 
household use. And that year, 
according to American culinary 
historian Anne Mendelson. Irma 
S. Rombauer included pressure- 
cooking recipes in her 
Streamlined Cooking - they didn't 
appear in Rombauer’s Joy of 
Cooking until 1943, when a home¬ 
canning push was on as pan of the 
war effort. 

The immediate postwar years 
were glory days. The 1951 edition 
of Joy of Cooking, says 


Mendelson, included an entire 
section on pressure cooking. 
Things like oxtail soup. Spanish 
rice, dried legumes, vegetables, 
even pastas - though it’s tVighlen- 
ing to imagine elbow macaroni 
after five minutes in a pressure 
cooker. 

The buzzwords promoting the 
cookers, then as now. were nutri¬ 
tion. speed and convenience (food 
is cooked in a third or less of the 
usual cooking time). 

But pressure cookers have had 
another important use too - ten¬ 
derizing. That’s what they were 
often used for in the US during 
the war years when meat was 
rationed, as well as at any time 
better cuts of meat were hard to 
come by. 

“They never went out of favor in 
Europe.” says Peter Coletti. the 
president of the USA division of 
the Spanish firm Magefesa. 
“We’re kind of spoiled in this 
country. There are a lot of places 
where the meat is not as good as it 
is here. You can tenderize any¬ 
thing in a pressure cooker” 

As the ‘50s went on, times - and 
food fashions - changed. And 
with the greater availability of 
frozen foods and TV dinners, 
interest in the pressure cooker 
gradually fell on. When whole 
meals, including dessert, could be 
cooked on metal foil trays in the 
oven, there was less need for a 
potentially dangerous heavy pot 
that produced one food - even a 
one-dish meal. 

It took the technological advan¬ 
tages of the current generation of 
pressure cookers, the availability 
of different sizes and shapes and 
innovations such as low-fat 
browning to get interest in pres¬ 
sure cookers going again. 

The increasing popularity of 
vegetarian food helped too. “Early 
on there were pockets of people 
who were interested - especially 
people on macrobiotic diets." says 
Rudy Keller, who heads the Swiss 
company Kuhn-Rikon in the US. 

But now pressure cookers seem 
to be catching on. At the upscale 
end, Kuhn-Rikon, which has been 
doing business in the US since 
1988, initially confronted resis¬ 
tance based on memories of the 
old pressure cookers. 

“The general public said forget 
it,” says Keller. “They said, 
‘Nobody will use this. It’s danger¬ 
ous. The food is mush.’” 

But as greater understanding of 
the new pressure cookers gained 
-ground, the business grew - last 
year, says Keller, by about 30%. 
and this January sales were dou¬ 
ble those of a year ago. 

The Spanish firm Magefesa 
tried out the market about a 
decade ago too. but really got into 
it about five years ago. Now says 
Peter Coletti. its sales have at least 
doubled each year for the last 
three years, and its sales last year 
were more than five times that of 
the previous year. 

The more moderately priced 
Presto pressure cookers have seen 
a resurgence of interest as well. 


according to a company 
spokesman - particularly over the 
last four or five years. 

The question still remains: Will 
home cooks adopt these new pres¬ 
sure cookers with the same enthu¬ 
siasm as they had for electric mix¬ 
ers. or even food processors? 
That’s hard to tell. 

Cookware gum Chuck 
Williams, who’s been watching 
the industry since he founded 
Williams-Sonoraa in 1956 (and 
who remembers being scared of 
his grandmother's pressure cooker 
when it was building up steam) 
thinks they’re here to stay. 
“They’re so much easier to use,” 
he says. “And much safer. They’re 
not just a fad.” 

But remember the fate of 
microwave cookbooks. “People 
predicted we'd all be cooking in 
the microwave - and now every¬ 
body uses them for heating coffee 
and popping popcorn.” says Laura 
Shapiro, a senior writer at 
Newsweek who is currently work¬ 
ing on a book on American 
women and cooking in the post¬ 
war years. “A pressure cooker is 
one of those devices you have to 
be converted to, and it's never 
been easy to do a conversion in 
the American kitchen. Once you 
learn how to do it, then it’s second 
nature. But the mental change is 
extraordinary... Even refrigerators 
didn’t leap into the kitchen. And 
there's nothing that more defines 
the kitchen today, yet it wasn't an 
instantaneous change." 

Even so, there is a ready - unex¬ 
pected - market that at least will 
live out the rest of this year: the 
Y2K people getting ready for 
Armageddon - though admittedly 
they’re more interested in canning 
than in preparing meals in a hurry. 

"They call and ask, ‘What’s 
your largest pressure cooker?’ 
says Keller. “Then they go into 
the garage and stash food away.” 

The recipes below are all taken 
from The Pressured Cook by 
Loma Sass (Morrow. $19.95). 

BEAN SOUP 
WITH SAUSAGE 
1 Tbsp. olive oil 

3 cups coarsely chopped onions 

1 Tbsp. minced garlic 

2 tsp. whole cumin seeds 
I Tbsp. dried oregano 

1 Tbsp. sweet paprika 

4 cups water 

4 cups chicken or turkey broth 
or additional water 

2 1/2 cups black beans (avail¬ 
able at health food stores), picked 
over and rinsed 

1 meaty turkey drumstick 

1/2 kilo sausages, halved 
lengthwise, then cut into thin 
slices 

2 large green bell peppers, seed¬ 
ed and diced 

3 large bay leaves 
2 Tbsp. dty sherry 

1/4 to 1/2 tsp. crushed red pep¬ 
per flakes (optional) salt to taste 
chopped coriander (for optional 
garnish > 

diced tomato or avocado (for 


optional garnish) 

Over medium-high heat, heat 
the oil in the cooker. Add the 
onions and cook, stirring fre¬ 
quently, for 2 minutes. Add the 
garlic, cumin seeds and oregano, 
and cook until the onions are soft, 
about 2 mins, longer. Turn off the 
heat and stir in the paprika. 
Transfer the onion mixture to a 
small bowl and set aside. 

Add the water and broth and 
turn the heat to high. Stir well to 
scrape up any browned bits stuck 
to the bottom of the cooker. Add 
the beans, turkey, sausage, pep¬ 
pers and bay leaves. Lock the lid 
in place. 

Over high beat, bring to high 
pressure. Reduce the heat just 
enough to maintain high pressure 
and cook for 22 mins. 

Quick-release the pressure by 
placing the cooker under cold run¬ 
ning water. Remove the lid. tilting 
il away from you to allow excess 
steam to escape. If the beans are 
not tender, return the soup to high 
pressure for 5 mins. longer. 

When the beans are tender, 
remove the bay leaves and turkey. 
Stir in the onion mixrure and sher¬ 
ry. If the soup isn't spicy enough, 
add some crushed red pepper 
flakes. Add salL if needed. 

Boil over medium heat, uncov¬ 
ered. stining occasionally, for 5 
mins. Meanwhile, chop (he meat 
from the turkey drumstick (there 
won’t be much) and return it to 
the soup. 

If you plan to serve the soup 
immediately and would like it 
thicker, masb about l.cupful of the 
beans against the side of the cook¬ 
er and vigorously blend the masb 
into the soup. Otherwise, leave the 
soup on the stove with the lid ajar 
for 30 mins, and it will thickea on 
its own. Garnish individual por¬ 
tions with coriander and diced 
tomato or avocado, if you wish. 
(Serves 7-8) 

POT ROAST WITH 
CARROTS AND POTATOES 

To produce a flavorful gravy, 
lightly brawn the chopped vegeta¬ 
bles at the start to bring out their 
svi-eetness. and puree them in the 
broth after cooking. This 
approach creates such a tasty 
gravy that it's not necessary to 
brawn the roast. 

1 Tbsp. butter or vegetable oil 
1 cup coarsely chopped onions 
I /2 cup peeled and diced carrots 
1/2 cup diced celery 
1 1/2 kilo boneless beef chuck 
roast, well trimmed 
4 small cloves garlic, peeled and 
cut into thin slivers, plus 2 tsp.

3 eggs, beaten 

1 1/2 tsp. salt 

Put the conuneal and 1 cup of 
the milk in a heavy saucepan. 
Bring to a boil, stirring in the rest 
of the milk in cupfuls as the mix¬ 
ture thickens. Stir in the mar¬ 
garine. Pour the mixture into 
another pah and refrigerate for 
about a half hour or until luke¬ 
warm.

1/4 cup chopped fresh parsley 
(for garnish) 

Heat the oil over medium-high 
heat until it begins to foam. 
Reduce the heat to low and add 
the onions, carrots and celery. 
Cook, stirring every minute or so, 
until the vegetables have softened 
and the onions are lightly 
browned, about 5 mins. 

Meanwhile, with a paring knife, 
make shallow incisions all around 
foe roast and press the garlic sliv¬ 
ers into them with your finger. 
Season with salt and pepper. (Be 
sparing on the salt if you are using 
canned beef broth.) 

When foe onions are lightly 
browned, add foe 1/2 cup of wine 
or broth. Stir well and be sure to 
scrape up any browned bits stick¬ 
ing to foe bottom of the cooker. 

If using wine, cook over high 
heat until reduced by about half, 
1-2 mins. Add the 1 1/2 cups beef 
broth and foe bay leaves. Place the 
roast in the liquid, broad side 
down, arranging it so that the 
maximum surface possible is sub¬ 
merged in the liquid. (Don’t be 
concerned if foe roast touches the 
sides of foe cooker, it will shrink 
as it cooks.) 

Lock foe lid in place. Over high 
heat, bring to high pressure. 
Reduce foe heat just enough to 
maintain high pressure and cook 
for 1 hr. If you like your pot roast 
beyond fork tender and actually 
falling apart, increase foe time 
under pressure to 1 hr and 15 
mins. Allow foe pressure to come 
down naturally, about 15 minx 
Remove foe lid, lilting it away 
from you to allow excess steam to 
escape. 

Test the roast for doneness: You 
should be able to pierce it easily 
with a 2-pronged fork and foe 
meal should be very easy to chew. 
If foe roast is not sufficiently ten¬ 
der, return it to high pressure for 
10 mins. more. Again, allow the 
pressure to come down naturally. 

If serving right away, transfer 
the roast to a carving board and let 
it rest for 5 to 10 mins, before 


slicing. Remove foe bay leaves. 
Strain and degrease the broth, 
using a gravy separator. 

If refrigerating overnight, 
remove the meat and vegetables 
from foe broth. Cool, wrap and 
refrigerate until ready to serve. 

Transfer foe broth to a contain- 
er, discarding foe bay leaf, and 
refrigerate. After it has chilled, 
remove and discard foe layer of 
solidified fat on top. 

Before serving, return foe broth 
and cooked vegetables to the 
cooker. Stir in the thyme and 



minced garlic and add foe pota¬ 
toes and carrots. 

Lock the lid in place. Over high 
heat, bring to high pressure. 
'Reduce the heat just enough to 
maintain high pressure and cook 
for 5 mins. Quick-release the 
pressure. Remove foe lid, tilting it 
away from you to allow excess 
steam to escape. If the potatoes 
and carrots are not quite cooked, 
set (but do not lock) the lid in 
place and simmer over medium 
heat until done. • 

With a slotted spoon, transfer the 
potatoes and carrots to a warm plat¬ 
ter and cover with foil. If yon wish 
to thicken foe gravy, puree the fine¬ 
ly chopped vegetables (those that 
were cooked with foe roast) and 
broth, adding a couple of pieces of 
potato if needed. Season with salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Slice tiie meat or. if easier, tear 
it into chunks. Reheat foe meat in 


foe gravy, if necessary. Arrange 
foe meat, potatoes and carrots 
attractively on a platter and spoon 
some gravy on top. Garnish with 
parsley. Pass the remaining gravy J 
at foe table. ^

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Come springtime, nature lovers flock to Mt Gilboa to witness its riot of colorful flowers. 

The Gilboa in bl 


A s I walked through a forest 
on the. Mt. Gilboa ridge on 
a cloudy morning in late 
February, four gazelles leaped 
across the trail. Mated sunlight 
slanted under heavy cloud cover to 
softly brighten the flowers that 
were at last beginning to bloom: 
red anemones, mandrakes, aspho¬ 
del, fennel, billowing bushes of 
yellow Jerusalem spurge, a few 
orchids, and pink and violet cycla¬ 
men peeking through the rock fis¬ 
sures studding the rust-red soil. 

The star of the floral show, how¬ 
ever, Haynei’s iris (or the Gilboa 
iris, as it is commonly called) had 
not yet opened, due probably to 
the late rains. In the coming 
weeks, the irises and tulips will 
also open. ... 

■ This intense fro ret of blooming 
brought.on by the sun's warmth, 
this rapid succession of diverse 
flowers, will last fail through a’ 
short spring which will, be fol¬ 
lowed by brown dryness. The very 
shortness ~of the spring seems to 
intensify its splashes of color. 

A beautiful scenic road (route 
667) runs the length of the Gilboa 
ridge, starting just east of the set¬ 
tlement of Jezreel and the Jezreel 
Junction, and’ climbing east 
toward Ma’aleh Gilboa. Along the 
Gilboa ridge, which rises like the 
prow of a wave-tossed ship, at the 
northeastern tip of the Samarian 
range, every shift in angle seems 
to reveal a different yet equally 
amazing landscape. 

The peaks punctuating the 
Gilboa ridge stand only around 
500 meters high, but seem much 
higher - given the fact that the 
adjacent valleys are below sea 
level and the steepness of their 
slopes accentuates their height. 

The road passes through beauti¬ 
ful JNF-plahted pine forests and is 
dotted with picnic areas, play-

grounds and scenic turn-offs, 
which include Ml Giborim, Mt. 
Shaul and Ml Lapidim. The 
forests are laced with hiking trails, 
both gentle, circular routes, and 
more challenging one-way hikes. 

Nature lovers from around 
Israel will crowd the slopes 
around ML Barkan in March to 
enjoy, study and photograph the 
richly purple (and occasionally 
yellow) rare Gilboa irises. This 
iris is related to eight other 
species found in the Middle EasL 
all of which are endemic to Israel. 
The bulbs were uprooted for 
export to Europe and almost dis¬ 
appeared, but die plant is now 
protected.: .7 

-The Gilboa iris grows almost" 
exclusively in these hills, with the 
greatest concentration around Mt. 
Barkan. An “Iris Trail” runs 
between Mt. Barkan and a park¬ 
ing lot just to the easu an easy, 
stroll of 20-45 minutes. A sepa¬ 
rate 45-minute trail loops around 
Ml Barkan. 

It is almost impossible to cap¬ 
ture on camera the variegated 
tapestries of this area, where the 
foliage of the Mediterranean 
region meets that of the high arid 
steppe. 

To the wesL the arm of distant 
Mt. Carmel stretches toward the 
Mediterranean Sea, while to the 
easL across die Jordan Valley, rise 
the buckled slopes of Jordan, the 
area of biblical Gilead. 

To the north and northeast 
stretch the Golan Heights and. on 
a clear day, the snow-capped sum¬ 
mit of Ml Hermon is visible. 
Ixnmediatelv below the Gilboa to 


the north spreads the Jezreel 
Valley, with its plethora of 
springs, fields, fishponds, veteran 
settlements, verdancy, and enough 
biblical sites ro make it the origi¬ 
nal Bible belt. Mt. Tabor. 
Nazareth, Ml Moreb, Beit Sbe’an 
and more - from Ml Gilboa you 
can take them all in. 

To the south, too, biblical 
importance prevails. The farthest 
hilltop od the southern horizon is 
Ml Ebal, which looms over the 
biblical Shechera, modern 
Nablus, on the spine of the 
Samarian hills.

The peaks on the Gilboa ridge 
seen from Ml Barkan are named 
for King Saul and his family. It 
was somewhere along this massif 
that Saul fought a desperate battle, 
when “the men of Israel fled from 
before the Philistines, and fell 
down slain on Mount Gilboa.... 
And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, when the Philistines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and bis three sons fallen on Ml 
G ilboa (I Samuel 31:2, 8).” 

David, in response to Saul's 
defeat, declared. “You mountains 
of Gilboa, let there be no dew, nei¬ 
ther let there be rain upon you (II 
Samuel 1:21)." This became part

of one of the most famous elegies 
in history (“How the mighty are 
fallen D. and also accurately 
describes the region, which has no 
springs. 

Ma’aleb Gilboa. a religious kib¬ 
butz east of Mt. Barkan along the 
ridge road, offers a self-guiding 
nature trail through the forest and 
scrub of the Gilboa ridge (nomi¬ 
nal entrance fee, including a self- 
guiding pamphlet). Among the 
irises and other flowers, you’ll 
find a Byzantine-age wine press 
(one of many found on the 
Gilboa), a cave, a cistern, ancient 
terracing and a shepherd’s watch- 
tower. You’ll also see. in sharp 
contrast pre-’67 border trenches. 
(The kibbutz operates a guest 
house). 

However you do it. as a day trip 
or an overnight stay, as 3n easy 
stroll or a strenuous hike, the 
explosion of vibrant forms and 
colors will greet you on Mt. 
Gilboa, and then disappear. 

Perhaps it was after gazing at 
such an intensely colorful hillside 
in spring that the prophet wrote. 
“All flesh is grass, and all the good¬ 
liness thereof is as the flower of the 
field; The grass withers, the flower 
fades, when the spirit of the Lord 
blows upon iq surely the people is 
like the grass (Isaiah 40: 6-7).” 

The scenic drive 3long the 
Gilboa ridge is accessible by road 
from the wcsl near the Jezreel 
Junction; from the north near 
Kibbutz Beit Alfa; and from the 
east at the junction in the Jordan 
Valley just south of Sdei Trumot. 
At Kibbutz Ma'aleh Gilboa, the 
Maigoa Bagilboa Country Inn 
also administers the self-guided 
nature trail.

F rom early boyhood. Edgar 
“Eddie” Hirshbain has had 
two great passions in his life: 
dogs and photography. But only in 
the last few years has one of 
Israel's most respected veteran 
photographers and cinematogra¬ 
phers found the time to enshrine 
his love of dogs in pictures. 

Hirshbain was bom in Tuzla in 
Bosnia in 1919. At the time the 
town had about 20.000 inhabitants, 
of whom 3,000-4,000 were Jewish. 
Hirshbain's father, a soldier in the 
Austro-Hungarian army, met his 
mother while posted in Tuzla. 

In his small home office 
crammed with pictures, files and a 
modem computer. Hirshbain 
shows me an old family picture 
taken by his Uncle Joshko. a keen 
amateur photographer. The photo 
shows Joshko s wife, baby girt 
huge German shepherd dog and 
hunting rifle against a wild forest 
background. 

Influenced by his uncle, 
Hirshbain took his first pictures at 
-seven years of age. 

In 1937 Hirshbain went to 
Czechoslovakia to study machine 
engineering. The German invasion 
of the Sudeten land in 1938 abrupt¬ 
ly ended his formal education. 
Back in Yugoslavia, he successful¬ 
ly trained as an army pilot and. 
after his discharge, he took up 
photojournalism. 

During the Second World War, 
Hirshbain endured forced labor in 
Tuzla. He fled with his mother, 
disguised as a Moslem woman, to 
an area under Italian Army con¬ 
trol, where he joined the Yugoslav 
partisans led by Marshal Tito. 

After being wounded, he was 
evacuated to a camp in occupied 
southern Italy, where he was 
reunited with his wife- When 
Moshe Shertok (later Sharett) 
showed up offering Jews '‘certifi¬ 
cates," Hirshbain made aliya to 
Palestine in 1944. 

By 194$. Hirshbain was free¬ 
lancing for Time-Life and living 
with his family in a top-floor 
apartment on Jerusalem's Shamai 
Street. When the Ben-Yehuda 
Street bomb went off. the roof of 


their apartment caved in. 
Miraculously, no one was hurt 
Hirshbain hastily put on trousers, 
and ran out in slippers and pajama 
jacket with his camera. 

“One doesn't think when one 
photographs. I was risking my life 
to photograph the white dove 
against the rubble. I had to climb 
up two srories. very unstable, 
because it was against a white 
background lower down.” 

Not long after, he again narrow¬ 
ly escaped death in taking his fiery 
pictures of the Jewish Agency car 
bombing. His famous “white 
dove" photograph of Ben-Yehuda 
Street was later shown at “The 
Best Phoios of the Year 1948” 
exhibition held in New York. 


IN 1950. the Jewish National Fund 
commissioned Hirshbain to fly with 
scriptwriter Michael Elkins i later 
the BBC Israel correspondent) to 
Aden to film the story of the 
Yemenite Jews in a documentary 
called Flight to Freedom. 

A British patrol accompanied 
them to a trail used by Jews near 
the Yemeni border. The Jews 
brought them through the desert 
to Sana'a. “1 must tell you,” says 
Hirshbain characteristically clos¬ 
ing one eye. "I thought I was mak¬ 
ing the longest trek of my life.” 
Yet. to his amazement he saw 
children of four or five, who 
walked through “this desert for 
hours every day." 

Between the- years 1952 and 


1976. Hirshbain worked as an 
accredited NBC-TV cameraman, 
and covered the civil war in 
Cyprus, the Six Day War and the 
Yom Kippur War. Several of his 
documentary films, including In 
Search of History, made with Rolf 
Kneller, about Yigael Yadin's his¬ 
toric archeological finds, won 
worldwide acclaim and interna¬ 
tional awards. 

Throughout his long career. 
Hirshbain. the machine"engineer, 
has found it necessary at times to 
custom-build his own accessories 
and tools. For his film <4 Cirv 
Called Eilat, he converted a round- 
shaped car-engine differentia) into 
a waterproof camera housing for 
the underwater shots. The footage 
was so successful that he made a 
second film colled Red Sea Ballet, 
brilliantly edited by ihe late Dan 
Kerr, to "fit the music of Debussy's 
U Ala: The film was shown on 
television all over the world.

Also a teacher, he lectured on 
documentary filmmaking in the 
Rue Arts Department of Tel Aviv 
University for 12 years.

Hirebbam 
spent two and a half years on a vol¬ 
untary basis photographing police 
dogs in training for nine instruction 
manuals. “1 would climb a tree, 
when I wanted to show a dog bark¬ 
ing up it from above. I would do 
anything. I enjoyed it What’s more, 

I know how dogs behave, and can 
anticipate how they will move," 

Hirshbain has a US Trademark 
on his “XATCH-KLEAN” inven¬ 
tion for catching doggie “land 
mines” before they hit the ground. 
The gadget owes much of its suc¬ 
cess to Hirshbain’s German shep¬ 
herd. Vuk (“Wolf”), “my faithful 
dog. friend and collaborator.” 

His love of dogs is palpable. 
The day in 1995 he finally agreed 
that his beloved Vuk had to be 
put down because of illness, 
Hirshbain suffered a heart attack. 
Hirshbain has not had a dog of 
his own since, because he does 
not want the animal to suffer the 
loss of an old friend. So today, he 
lakes care of a blind neighbor's 
seeing-eye dog when she is away, 
and feeds the local cats every 
day.

IMF: Shekel 
‘sustainable’

The shekel appears to have 
reached a sustainable level for fee 
medium term after a sharp depreci¬ 
ation at the end of last year, the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
said in report released yesterday.

The shekel in 1998 lost a fifth of 
its value against fee basket of cur¬ 
rencies to which it is pegged, most 
of it in the fourth quarter. 

The IMF said its view on the 
shekel was supported by staff esti¬ 
mates of fee fundamental equilibri¬ 
um exchange rale, which compares 
a country's underlying current 
account wife its savings-investment 
norm. The IMF said, however, feat 
there was room for a wide margin 
of error in its calculations. It added 
that other factors such as the peace 
process and wide-scale immigra¬ 
tion were nor taken into account. 

The IMF also said a study ii con¬ 
ducted showed feat Israel’s vulner¬ 
ability to external shocks was limit¬ 
ed.

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The Shipowners Association has 
appealed to fee government to settle 
a slowdown strike atfee seaports of 
Asbdod and Haifa, which it claims 
is costing businesses hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a day.

WALL STREET

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mark 30-year Treasury bond lost 
more than a full point, which 
raised the yield, which moves 
inversely to the price, to 5.70% 
from 5.61 % at (he close Tuesday. 

‘'The bonds fell, and stocks went 
down with them." said Jack 
Shaughnessy, chief investment 
strategist at AdvesL 

The focus was on Friday's jobs 
report for last month, which could 
pave the way for the Federal 
Reserve to raise short-term inter¬ 
est rates in a bid to slow the econ¬ 
omy's speeding growth and keep 
inflation from reemerging. 

Analysts polled by Reuters fore¬ 
cast, on average, that 245,000 new 
non-farm sector jobs were created 
in February - matching January’s 
gains - and that the unemployment 
rate held at a 28-year low 43%. 

Meanwhile, billionaire investor 
Warren Buffett said on Tuesday 
night that the US stock market bad 
seen a virtual unprecedented rise 
in recent years and was in a “dan¬ 
gerous" period that could see 
stock values drop sharply. 

Stocks had risen “terrifically" 
over the past 15 years, driven high¬ 
er by lower interest rates and a ris¬ 


ing return on equity, Buffett told 
the ABC News NigMine program. 

Technology stocks were mixed, 
with 3Com Corp- a maker of the 
Palm Pilot handheld computer, 
falling 2-3/8 to 24-5/8 after it 
warned of much weaker third- 
quarter earnings. 

Intel Corp. rose 4-14/16 to 114- 
11/16 after Morgan Stanley repeat¬ 
ed its strong buy rating, citing the 
attractive stock price. Earlier this 
week, Intel slumped as major bro¬ 
kerage houses downgraded the 
giant semiconductor’s shares due to 
an increasingly bearish outlook for 
the technology sector. 

CURRENCIES 

The yen fell for a third day 
against the dollar, extending its 
one-month decline to almost 7%, 
after the Bank of Japan drove 
money-market interest rates down 
near zero to try to shake oft' the 
nation’s recession. 

Japan's central bank yesterday 
added 400 billion yen ($332 bil¬ 
lion) to the banking system, push¬ 
ing the overnight loan rate between 
banks to as low as 0.02%. More 
money in the banking system could 
help reduce long-term borrowing 
costs that have been a hurdle to a 
Japanese economic recovery, 
though analysts said the move 
won't be enough to revive growth. 

“Ultimately tire yen will have to 
reflect Japan's fundamentals and 
they're looking pretty poor," said 
Ian Morris, an economist at 
HSBC. He sees the yen falling to 
140 per dollar by year-end. 
“Whether the call rate is zero, it 
won't really help the economy.” 

The yen declined to 121.19 per 
dollar from 120-51 in London late 
Tuesday. The euro rose to 132310 


yen from 131-670 and was little 
changed at $1.0918 from $1.0923 
ahead of today’s European-Central 
Bank meeting, which is expected 
to leave the .benchmark lending 
rate for theeuro 11 nations at 3%. 

In Japan, as money market traders 
charge 0.02% commission for bro¬ 
kering overnight loans, the Interest 
rate effectively fell to zero, traders 
said.

Jersey, in trying to divine the rea¬ 
son for movement in shares of 


Filtered Souls Entertainment Inc., 
a company that admits it has no 
significant sales or earnings and 
whose stock had traded at 2 cents 
a share on a good day. 

Shares of the Vancouver-based 
company, most recently involved 
with record production, jumped 92 
percent to I 27/32 on February 22 
on unprecedented volume of 1.36 
million shares. Filtered Souls had 
traded 3.000 shares on the previ¬ 
ous trading day. 

An analyst recommendation? 
Some great news about business 
prospects? The signing of Mariah 
Carey? 

None of the above. The rally, as 
it turns out. came after the stock 
was touted by Miller, the high 
school student who previously 
recommended penny stocks 
including MPTV Inc., a time- 
share marketer, and WCTl, a 
provider of Web site search tech¬ 
nology. 

Miller, not yet old enough to 
drive, touted Filtered Souls on the 
Internet and CNBC made him the 
subject of a feature story. 


"He’s a young lad who apparent¬ 
ly said something on TV," says Ian 
D. Lambert, president of Filtered 
Souls. "But I don’t know him. 
have never spoken to him and 
never saw him." 

CNBC’s story elicited so -many 
inquiries that ’the network put 
directions to Miller’s Web page on 
its own Internet site. CNBC could 
not immediately say whether any¬ 
one mentioned Miller's stock 
picks on the air, although it did say 
that his stocks were not mentioned 
in the feature story. 

Although Miller said in a tele¬ 
phone interview that he initially 
learned of Filtered Souls via an 
anonymous e-mail, he took the 
initiative to call disc jockeys and 
find out what they thought of the 
hip-hop records Filtered Souls was 
distributing. 

“I got positive feedback from 
them." he says. 

He moved on to read an “article" 
about the company on the Web 
page aheadofthestreet.com. where 
“the share information looked 
good” in Miller's view.

Business Financial Network, 
which produced the ahead- 
ofthestreet.com report, predicted a 
runaway surge in the stock to 
between $8.73 and $14.25 over 
the next 12 months from less than, 
2 cents. It also suggested in an 
unwittingly hilarious disclaimer 
that investors would be well 
advised to consult the company’s 
annual report and quarterly report 
— documents that tiny companies 
like Filtered Souls aren't legally 
required to produce. 

Miller says he’s aware that 
Business Financial Network was 
paid a fee of $24,000 for its rosy 
predictions, but that it was actual¬ 
ly a press release, and not the 
report, that “clinched" his deci¬ 
sion that Filtered Souls was “an 
excellent stock pick." 

Yet the press release hardly had 
the stuff of great investment 


potential. Miller says he was 
impressed that Filtered Souls 
mentioned “big musicians" 
including Bob Dylan and Elton 
John in their press release, but it 
turns out those two artists have no 
affiliation with Filtered Souls. 
That press release may have 
“clinched”. his decision about 
Filtered Souls, but it is curious to 
note that the release wSS' dated 
February 23'^hile MillerTreconv 
mendation went out on February 
22. There was talk “that news was 
coming," Miller explains. 

After news of his “buy” had hit 
the Web page Silicon Investor on 
February 22. one early posting on 
Silicon Investor at 10:01 • noted 
that “Daniel Miller, The Whiz- 
Kid-Stock-Picker from CNBC." 
had done it again. A copy of an e- 
mail signed “Dan Miller” noted 
that volume began to pick up 
before he put out his recommenda¬ 
tion “because of the people who 
figured it out” ahead of Miller's 
pronouncement. 

Similarly, Miller today told fol¬ 
lowers on his own Web page that 


he had intended to recommend 
Health Watch Inc., a software com¬ 
pany, but that “people found out 
yesterday.” In early trading today, 
HealthWatch rose 15/32 to 2 7/32, 
before frilling back to a 3/16 gain. 

On February 22. Silicon Investor 
kept gushing. By 10:17, it posted 
an e-mail saying, “Daniel Miller is 
The Man. FSOL is soaring." At 
1036, someone calling- himself 
Mr. Metals said. This whiz kid is 
incredible. Looks like he has quite 
a following. Since he announced 
FSOL at 9:45, it has shot up 
150%." It dosed at 2 31/32 yes¬ 
terday. 

Dan Miller's father, Leon Miller, 
says he's investigating his son’s 
legal obligations now that the boy 
is recommending stocks, buying 
shares of the companies he touts 
and considering adding a fee for 
his followers. “One of bis friends 
made $8,000 last week." says 
father Leon. “Not bad, huhT 

Son Miller, meanwhile, is all the 
rage at Frisch, having been pur¬ 
sued by print, broadcast and cable 
reporters who are wowed by his 


investment prowess. “People are 
saying David Letterman is next." 
he wrote to “Mr. Metals" in a 
February 23 e- mail posted on 
Silicon Investor. 

He may be popular. He may be 
bright. And his research may be a 
lot better than what most investors 
do. But why didn’t he get around 
to making that most important calf 
of all - the call demanding that 
Filtered Souls management get on 
the phone and answer the tough 
questions any analyst would ask? 
“I’ve been at school." says Miller. 

But that didn't stop him this 
morning. He released a recom¬ 
mendation of Canterbury 
Information Technology Inc., 
using a school computer between 
9:30 and 10 a.m. Eastern Standard 
Time. By 10:30, the stock had 
more than doubled to 1 3/4, and 
Miller’s Web page had seen more 
than 1,000 additional hits. 

The sudden spurt makes Stanton 
Pikus, Canterbury’s chief execu¬ 
tive, a little nervous. “The less I 
know about this kid the better," he 
said.

Twose, Astle battle to earn Kiwis

AUCKLAND (Reuters) - Roger 
Twose and Nathan Astle led New 
Zealand to a draw on the final day of 
toe first Test a gainst South Africa at 
Eden Park yesterday. 

Both men scored stubborn half 
centuries as the home side finished 
on 244 for three wicket 
Needing 269 to make South Africa 
bat again.- New Zealand resumed on 
the final morning at foarwithout loss. 
With Twose (65) batting four hours 
and Astle (69 not out) nearly three 
hours, the borne side lost just three 
wickets all day, rase in each session. 

Twose refused to play a shot in 
anger against any of the South 
African bowlers apart from spinner 
.Paul Adams whom he hit for four 
fouls and four sixes. Adams, striving 
desperately to spin the ball, bowled 


at least one foil toss and long hop per 
over. 

There was a surreal atmosphere for 
much of toe day with Jacques Kallis, 
normally a frontline seamer. resorting 
to two overs of hopeless, lobbed leg 
spinners just before lunch and Jonty 
Rhodes twice clambering up a two 
metre wall to retrieve the ball from the 
under-construction north stand 

“1 don't want to take anything 
away from the batsmen, because 
both sides batted really, really well. 
But a wicket like this doesn't do the 
game any favours, does it?" asked 
SA coach Bob Woolruer after toe 
match. 

The pitch was criticized for much 
of the Test after being controversial¬ 
ly held together by a covering of 
wood glue. Eden Park groundstaff. 


worried that the surface mighr crum¬ 
ble because of a lack of grass, resort¬ 
ed to the glue option but unwittingly 
killed the game as a spectacle. 

"Basically it amounted to an artifi¬ 
cial wicket and that just won’t do for 
Test cricket," admitted New 
Zealand's greatest all rounder. Sir 
Richard Hadlee, who was commen¬ 
tating on the game. 

For batting heroes DaiyU Cullman 
and Geoff Alloa, though, the Test 
will be remembered for the rest of 
their lives. 

Cullinan broke his country's Test 
individual scoring record with an 
unbeaten 275 in South Africa's 621-

was no rest for the weary 
Tuesday night. They played for 
the fifth rime in six days, includ¬ 
ing three straight games overall. 

They found their back-to- 
back-to-backs against the wall. 

The Knicks dragged their bod¬ 
ies into Miami Arena, not far 
removed from an all-night flight 
from New York that left them 
drowsy. Welcome to lockout sea¬ 
son basketball. Awaiting the 
Knicks like a leopard crouching 
in the weeds was a rejuvenated 
Hear team. Pat Riley's runts 
have recovered from a rash of 
injuries and suddenly they're 
sharing the view in the Atlantic 
Division with the Knicks and 
Magic.

Long wait is over for Cepeda 


SAN FRANCISCO (API - Orlando Cepeda was 
handed roses, a glass of champagne and a jersey with 
"Hall of Fame” written on it. 

The room was filled with balloons. Speakers blared 
a Larin song entitled “Viva Cepeda." The impromptu 
celebration Tuesday afternoon, a couple of hours 
after Cepeda's selection to the Baseball Hall of Fame 
by the Veterans Committee, looked as though it had 
been carefully planned for years. 

And. in fact, it had. 

“It’s hard to explain the feeling when they called 
me this morning and told me I was selected to die 
Hall of Fame. I've been ready for this for 17 years." 
said Cepeda. a first baseman who retired in 1974 after 
a career that included 379 home runs, 1,365 RBls and 
a .297 average. 

Cepeda, who joins Rpberto Clemente as the only 
Puerto Ricans in the Hall of Fame, was the NLs rook¬ 
ie of the year in 195S with San Francisco and the 
league's first unanimous MVP in 1967 with Sl Louis. 

Cepeda, 61, is now a community relations repre¬ 
sentative for the Giants. 

“When they told me 1 was selected, I lost mv mind." 
said the man known as the Baby Bull. “Sometimes, 
when things come easy for you. you tend to take them 


for granted.” 

Cepeda joins former teammates Marichal, Willie 
Mays. Willie McCovey and Gaylord Perry in the Hall 
of Fame. AH played on the 1962-66 Giants. 

But Cepeda's election to Cooperstown was not 
easy. Tuesday’s honor capped a long campaign by the 
Giants to get Cepeda into the Hall of Fame. 

Much of the problem was Cepeda's 1975 arrest for 
attempting to smuggle 160 pounds of marijuana into 
Puerto Rico. He was sentenced to five years and spent 
10 months in a Florida prison. 

He missed out on selection to the Hall of Fame by 
writers, falling just seven votes short of the necessary 
342 vores in his 15th and final year of eligibility in 
1994. This was his second shot at selection by the 
Veteran* Committee. 

After his imprisonment, Cepeda turned to 
Buddhism and credited that philosophy with helping 
him deal with earlier disappointments in Hall of 
Fame voting. 

Cepeda was an immediate hit when he joined the 
Giants as a rookie in 1958. the team's first season 
after moving wesr from New York. He had 25 
homers, % RBls and 188 hits and was selected as the 
National League's Rookie of the Year.

Yorke leads United over Inter 2-0 


Bayern Munich 
also win 2-0; 
Juventus win 2-1; 
European Cup 
holders Real 
Madrid held 1-1 
by Dynamo Kiev

LONDON (Reuters ) - Bayern 
Munich and Manchester United 
notched up 2-0 home wins 
against Kaiserslautern and inter 
Milan respectively in their 
European Cup quarter-final first 
leg ties last night. 

But reigning champions Real 
Madrid had to come from 
behind to force a I -1 home draw 
with Dynamo Kiev while 
Juventus, bidding to make their 
fourth successive final, conced¬ 
ed an injury-time goal as they 
edged Greek outsiders 
Olympiakos Piraeus 2-1 in 
Turin. 

United's game against Inter 
was the most glamorous tie of 
the round - even without the 
injured absentee Ronaldo - and 
it got off to a flying start when 
Dwight Yorke was left unmarked 
to head home a David Beckham 
cross after six minutes. 

Inter Keeper Gianluca 
Pagiiuca made a brilliant reac¬ 
tion save with his foot to deny 
Andy Cole but could do nothing 
about Yorke ‘5 second, a carbon 
copy of the first, in first half 
injury time. 

United, full of attacking verve, 
created and wasted several more 
clear chances. Ryan Giggs the 
worst offender when he put a 
header wide from point-blank 
range as Inter's defence looked 
in disarray. ■ 

But the Italians recovered and 
went dose themselves when 
only a superb stop by Peter 
Schmeiehel prevented Ivan 
Zamarano's header finding the 
net. 

Diego Simeone also had a goal 
disallowed for a push by one of 
his team mates and Schmeiehel 
then twice denied substitute 
Nicola Ventola wilh his foot.

Brazilian striker Elber put 
them ahead after half an hour 
and Stefan Effenberg got a sec¬ 
ond four minutes later. 

Kaiserslautern, who managed 


only one shot on target all night, 
settled after that but had to 
defend stoutly in the last 20 
minutes after Egyptian defender 
Hany Ramzy was sent off for a 
second bookable offence. 

Dynamo Kiev looked the form 
team in the Champions' League 
stage but there was always a 
question over how they would 
perform after their long lay-off. 

They delivered their answer 
after 54 minutes when striker 
Andriy Schevchenko scored on 
the counter to stun the Bemabeu 


Stadium. 

Madrid, who had missed a host 
of first half chances, equalized 
with a stunning free kick from 
Yugoslav striker Predrag 
Mijatovic. the man who scored 
the winner in last year's final. 

Juventus. as they did last year, 
squeezed into the quarter-finals 
and like last year will have to 
find a top away performance if 
they are to reach the semifinals. 

Last season they drew 1-1 at 
home with Kiev and then won 
the return 4-1 in Ukraine but 


they must have thought they 
would have il easier this time as 
they chalked up a 2-0 lead.

Maccabi Haifa need to stop 
Moscow train in its tracks

Maccabi Tel Aviv will try again 
tonight to defeat defending 
European champions Kinder 
Bologna. 

A win at Yad Eliahu (Channel I, 
8:35 p.m.) forces the third and decid¬ 
ing game next Thursday in Bologna, 
while a loss ends Maccabi’s 
European season for the third 
straight year at the Final 16 stage. 

Tel Aviv will need a dramatic turn¬ 
around from its dismal performance 
in Bologna on Tuesday in order to 
defeat Kinder. The Italians easily 
won Game 1 by a score of 78-57. 
using its stifling defense to hold 
Maccabi to only 39.6 percent from 
the field, while burning the nets itself 
with 60 J57r shooting. 

Maccabi actually held its own in 
rebounding against the Bologna big 
men and turned the ball over less 
than Kinder, bur the Israeli defense" 
was no match for the patient and dis¬ 
ciplined Italians, who looked every 
bit the champions in executing their 
multifaceted offense both in the 
paint and from outside. 

Maccabi’s offense was continually 
stymied by Bologna, us Tel Aviv was 
totally ineffective in creating good 
shots, and each trip down the court 
turned into an ordeal. 

With the exception of Victor 
Alexander-who scored 18 points on 
7—of—12 shooting - Maccabi was 
non-existent Oded Katash had a 
particularly dismal nighL scoring 6 


points on 2-of-10 shooting while 
playing only 22 minutes. 

Although Maccabi has a six-game 
home winning streak in the 
EuroLeague, defeating its opponents 
by an average margin of 24 points, 
none of those victories came against 
a team with above a .500 record. 

Tel Aviv lost both its home games 
this season to quality clubs 
(Panathinaikos and Efes Pilsen) and 
has not beaten Kinder at Yad Etiahu 
in three attempts this decade. 

With Tuesday night’s defeat. 
Maccabi has now lost eight straight 
times overal I to Kinder - the last vic¬ 
tory coming in 1985 at Yad Eliahu. 

In other Final 16 action tonight, 
two clubs have die chance to wrap up 
the series on their home court - Real 
Madrid in Spain against Fenerbahce 
and Teamsystem Bologna in Italy 
against Panathinaikos, which went 
15-! during final pool play but lost 
the home-court advantage with a 63- 
58 defeat in Game 1 at Athens. 

In another clatter yesterday, the 
Israel Basketball Association ruled 
that the State Cup final between 
Maccabi Tel Aviv and Hapoel 
Jerusalem on March 18 will be 
played at Yad Eliahu after all. 

Jerusalem had claimed that 
Maccabi held an unfair advantage 
because Yad Eliahu is their home 
court, but the IBA said that this sea¬ 
son's final would not be moved and 
that it would try to look for a solution 
in the future. Jerusalem has threat¬ 
ened to boycott the final.

Maccabi Haifa are set to play the 
most important game in the club’s 
history tonight when they face 
Russia's Lokomotiv Moscow in the 
first leg of the quarter finals of the 
European Cup Winners' Cup (kick¬ 
off 7:00 p.m. live od Channel 5). 

The delegation of 40 which arrived 
in the Russian capital on Tuesday 
morning were immediately greeted 
by the severe winter conditions. The 
weather became an important factor 
in Haifa's preparations for the game. 
Moscow is currently covered by a 
thick layer of snow and training 
facilities, are limited. This has forced 
Haifa to train at Spartak’s indoor 
ground. 

The swift change from a mild 
Israeli winter to temperatures which 
will drop below freezing tonight, 
forced the Haifaites to gear up in 
advance and purchase thermal cloth¬ 
ing ar a cost of NIS 30,000. 

Apart from the weather, Maccabi 
suffered a few blows recently which 
certainly haven’t helped coach 
Dusan Uhrin to prepare his side for 
the tie. Just before the end of the 
mid-season break. Alon Mizrahi 
who was Haifa's top scorer in 
Europe with 15 goals to his name 
and a goal in every round in Europe 
this season, left the club to join 
French second division side Nice. 

Ronen Harazi and Viktor Pacha. 


who were brought in as replace¬ 
ments from Turkish side Bursaspor 
and Hapoel Jerusalem respectively 
are still struggling to lit into 
Mizrahi’s big shoes. 

Following Mizrahi's departure 
came another incident which could¬ 
n't have come at a worse time. Last 
month second-choice goalkeeper 
Yehuda Buaron was seriously 
injured in a car accident which has 
left him comatose and with very 
grim prospects of making a fill] 
recovery. 

Uhrin. didn’t manage to stabilize 
Haifa’s line up especially after the 
signing of Polish skipper Jerzy 
Brzcek in midfield. Since then 
Maccabi lost their local derby to city 
rivaLs Hapoel and won only four 
points in the league games, effec¬ 
tively killing off their chances of 
winning the title. 

Uhrin was quoted in the Hebrew 
press as saying that the arrival of 
three new piayers in his side at such 
a crucial stage didn't help, but from 
now on the team will have to make 
do with what they have got He also 
tried to watch Lokomotiv on a few 
occasions but the fact that the 
Russian league season ended three 
months ago prevented the former 
Czech Republic coach from observ¬ 
ing the Russians in competitive 
matches. 

On one occasion, a friendly game 
in Germany was called off'due to 
bad weather and then. Uhrin's coun¬ 
terpart, Yuri Siomin proved his 
shrewdness when be tried to fool 
Uhrin. 

Siomin fielded a weakened side in 
a friendly last week knowing that 
Uhrin was watching. 

Lokomotiv, who until now have 
been the fifth biggest club in 
Moscow after Spartak, Dynamo, 
CSKA and Torpedo are quickly 
becoming the most successful as far 
as achievements in Europe are con¬ 
cerned. 

They are the only Russian ride left 
in any of the the European cup com¬ 
petitions. Lokomotiv, who, not sur¬ 
prisingly. are sponsored by Russian 
railways have a very successful 
record in recent years. 

The Russians reached this stage of 
the tournament last year-surprising 
everyone after beating AEK Athens 


2-1 in Moscow ami earning a goal¬ 
less draw in Greece. They were then 
knocked out in the semis by German 
side VlB Stuttgart. 

Lokomotiv held a training camp in 
Israel prior to that semi-final last 
year, bearing Maccabi Haifa 3-1 in a 
practise game. 

Lokomotiv play a fast and physical 
game and are favorites for the tie. but 
still show respect to the Israeli side 
which beat Karts Saint Germain ear¬ 
lier in the loumamenL 

Lokomotiv have their own prob¬ 
lems too. Goalkeeper Ruslan 
Nigmatulin Ls still recovering from 
an injury sustained in training carli- /■ 
er this year and there have been K 
reported bust-ups between Georgian 
striker Zaza Janashia and the new 
signing, playmaker Alexei Smertin. 

Up front alongside Janashia, plays 
Dmitri Bulikin who ha> scored a 
goal in each of the friendliw as well 
as two goals in the game against 
Portugal’s Sporting Braga in the pre¬ 
vious round. 

Haifa will miss OphirKoppel who 
was sent off against SV Reid in the 
previous round as well as Ehran 
Elkayam, who is sidelined with a 
long-term injury. Both players trav¬ 
eled with the team to Moscow and 
will give their vocal support along¬ 
side 400 supporters .who have also 
made the journey: ' 

Uhrin is yet to announce his start¬ 
ing lineup and must decide between 
a formation which will include three 
center backs dr two pb\ ers up' front. 

The return to form of the contro¬ 
versial Bosnian Ibrahim Duru can 
win him a place in the slurring line 
up ahead of Harazi or Pacha.

Yo&si 
Benayoun looks certain to keep hi>

Haim Silvas has. fuBy recovered 
from a knee operation and the good 
form of young Guy Melamed are 
also an important boost for Uhrin, 
who will rely on the experience of 
skipper Arik Benado and Alon 
Harazi to lead the side by example.
